PEOPLE AND THEIR CHARACTERISTICS 


The Latin American as the New Na- 
tiopal Type—Progress of the 
Gountry. 
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Buenos Ayres, October 8, 1898 —The Ar- 
Gentine republic amazes me. I expected to 
find it Something like the United States, but 
it is as different as lemons are different 
from pumpkins. Sometimes it seems to me 
that the United States is the lemon, and 
the Argefitine the pumpkin, buf oftener the 
United States is the bigger of the two. We 
have a booming country. Things also boom 
in the Argentine, but the character and 
conditions of prosperity are entirely dif- 
ferent here. We raise some wheat, so does 
the gg We raise wool; the Argen- 
tine far dutstrips us in sheep. We have 
the more land; but the Argentine has a 
territory which is almost all good for some- 
thing, and it is in area at least one-third 
the sige of our country, without Alaska 
@nd our new islands. The Argentine is 
longer from north to south than the United 
States. It is almost twice as long. If we 
coult lift it up at the corners, twist it 
@round and spread it over our country 
from east to west, placing the lowest edge 
of Patagonia at New York, the borders of 
Brazil and Bolivia would be some distance 
beyond Salt Lake City. If we could cut it 
up into patchwork pieces and fit them upon 
the territory of the United States, every 
inch of our land east of the Mississippi 
would be covered, and the remnants would 


be larger than the area of a number of our | 


States west of that river. The Argentine 
republic is twelve times as large as Great 
Britain. It is five times as large as France, 
and it is greater in area than the states 
of Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, New Mex- 
ic®, Arizona, California, Utah, Colorado 
and Kansas comUined. That wonderful 
land is made up of mountains and plains. 
Its mountainous country is comparatively 
small, but its plains are among the largest 
of the world, extending from the hot lands 
of the tropics on the edge of Brazil, to the 
cold terraced pampas southern Pata- 
gonia. 
The Valley of. the River Plate. 

The best parts of the Argentine Republic 
have been bu!it up by the wonderful sys- 
tem of streams which have their outlets in 
the River Platé. These rivers are the 
Uruguay, Paraguay, Pilcamayo and Para- 
na. They form a vast drainage system | 
which has been carrying the lands down 
from the mountains for ages and building 
up this country. They drain a country 
larger than the basin of the Mississippi, and 
in fact, as large as half of the whole United 
States. 

The best lands of the Argentine lie along 
the rivers. The most of the country is a 
great plain gently sloping in the north and 
eentral part from the Andes to these 
streams. If you could see the Rio de la 
Plata, or River Plate, you could realize 
what a gfeat earth builder it is. It is an 
immense river, 100 miles wide at its mouth 
and 180 miles long to wwe point where it, jis 
formed by the junction of the Uruguay 
and Parana. It is so full of soil that it 
drops 10,000 tons of mud every hour into 
its bed. This is a load so great that if you 
should load it onto two-horse wagons it 
would take a line of teams sixty miles 
long to carry it. I entered the Rio de la 
Plata on a German steamer, in which I 
paiied from the Falkland islands to Mon- 
tevideo. The waters of the sea were stain- 
ed by the mud long before we reached 
the mouth of the river. It took us all night 
to sail across it, and in the morning we 
were still some distance from Montevideo. 
When I took my bath I found the tub filled 
with what looked like split pea soup, and 
when I let the fluid out there was a sedi- 
ment in the bottom of the tub thick 
that I left footprints in it quite as p-ain 
as those which frightened Robinson Crusoe 
in the sand of his desert island. 

The sea captains tell me that these enor- 
mous masses of mud are rapidly filling up 
the bed of the Rio de la Plata. Its depth 
varies from thirteen to thirty-six feet, but 
it has many banks and shoals. This silt 
has given it a bottom of fine sand. The 
big steamers which come to Buenos Ayres 
often have to plow their way through the 
mud and already the people are talking 
of a jetty system similar to that which 
Eads built at the mouth of the Mississippi. 

How the Argentine Looks. 

I can give you a better idea of the Ar- 
gentine Republic by comparing it With 
parts of the United States. Take the great 
valley of the Rio de la Plata as you find it 
here and for hundreds of miles to the west 
and north of Buenos Ayres. If you will 
imagine yourself in Illinois south of Sping- 
field, along the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, 
you will be in-a country much like this. 
You must, however, cut out the cornfields,

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leave out the woods and make the lands 
all pasture. Take away fortyrnine farm 
houses out of every fifty, tedr down all 
the barns, and in the places of our neat 
country homes put huts of mud and straw 
and bricks, sometimes thatched and some- 
times roofed with galvanized iron. Then 
put here and there a large group of low 
buildings surrounded by flowers and trees 
belonging to the rich proprietor and you 
have the basin of the Rio'de la Plata. You 
must spot the landscape with. sheep and 
cattle in flocks of thousands and imagine 
vast fields, for the farms often include tens 
of thousands of acres and one man may 
own many square miles of land. 

Further seuth the Argentine ‘s a ta- 
ble land very much like northern Nebraska. 
It is covered with sand and grass. Streams 
twenty feet deep and eight feet wide cut 
their way through crumbling banks. 
land rises in terraces from the sea to the 
Andes. The soil is poor and much of it 
is a sandy plain upon which noth.ng will 
grow except by irrigation. 

Again, going from the hasin of the Rio 
de la Plata westward the land rises gently 
to the province of Cordoba, one of the 
seats of the old civilization, and stil] furth- 
er west to Mendoza, in the foot hills of the 
Andes. Cordoba is d: voted largely to graz- 
ing. It has a mountain chain running 
through it, and it is much like West Vir- 
Finia, save that it is not wooded. The 
province of Mendoza js on the plateau 
me Andes.

The Tropical Argentine. 
Goine further northward 
the Argentine chanves. 
tropics. The province of Tucuman ratees 
quantities of sugar cane. Tt produces 93 
per cont of the sngar consumed jn the Ar- 
rentine. Its soil will viela hundred 
bushels of corn to one acre. of it is 
wooded with tropical trees. It is moun- 
ta'nous, having an average elevation as 
high as’ Denver and a general appearance 
much like that of the covntrv 
Pennsylvania railroad at the Horse Shoe 
Bend. Were the streams are dry half the 
years and hoiling torrents during the re- 
mainder. The Tucuman valleys are hot tn 
the summer and warm in the winter. 
Buenos Ayres people go there to get away 
from the cold. a- thing that seems ridien- 
lous to me, for the city is never much cold- 
er than Savannah or Atlanta. 

In addit'on to these sections there are 
other lands still nearer Bolivia heavily 
wooded. the Chaco and Formosa territories. 
for instance. TRey are tropical and wild 
fille? with half-naked Indians. These coun- 
tries have been little explored and are 
comparatively unknown. 

Further west In the Andes is a countrv 
unlike everything in the United States. It 
is both mountainous an@ tropical. The tim- 
ber Dere-disappears and mineral riches 
come! to the“surface. “ The finest of mar- 
ble and the most beautiful onyx I have 
ever seen exist jn-thig region. Here are 
mountains sal€“to“be rien in gold-and sil- 
ver. ‘Some mines are now being worked. 
The mining engineers of the Rothschilds 
and othérs are prospecting in these moun- 
tains. The great drawbacks are the in- 
accessibility of the country, the lack of 
water and the enormous cost of carrying 
mining machinery into it. 

The Wheat Region. 

The wheat region of the Argentine is 
comparatively a small part of the whole 
territory. I will write of it more fully in 
the future. It lies chiefly north of Buenos 
Ayres and east of Cordoba, in the basin of 
the Parana, and in the province of 
Entre Rios, between the Uraguay and Pa- 
rana givers. This country is like Illnoiis 
along the Ohio river. It is divided into 
comparatively small tracts, and is largely 
farmed by colonies of foreigners. 

Such is a bird’s eye view of the Argen- 
tine Republic. I will fill out the picture in 
letters describing different parts of the 
country and the d-fferent industries. 

The Population of the Argentine. 

I'he Argentine now has 4,000,000 people. 
It grows fast. It has trebied in within 
thirty years, and its people claim they will 
have 5,000,000 in 1900. More than 100, 000 im- 
migrants came in last year. More than one- 
third of all the peopte in the country are 
foreigners and 70 per cent of the foreigners 
are Italians. More Italians are coming, and 
I see from a statement in this morning’s 
paper that King Humbert estimates that 
400,000 Italians will immigrate next year. 
Eig‘hteen per cent of ine immigrants are 
Spanish and 4 per cent French. This makes 
per cent of ali the immigrants of the 
Latin race.. The remaining 8 per cent ts 
made up of British, Russians, Danes, 
Swiss and Portuguese. Until lately there 
were so few Americans that they were not 
worthy of consideration. Now Americans 
of the better class are coming in and they 
will form an important factor in the Ar- 
Gentine. ‘I'he Portuguese as a rule do not 
stay. The men of the other classes re- 
main. In a generation or so they marry 
Argentine girls and become Argentines, and 
out of the whole is being evolved the Ar- 
gentine of the future. 

The People of the Argentine. 

These Argentine people are nof like the 
South Americans of the west coast. They 
have no great strain of Indian blood run- 
ning through them. They are of almost 
pure European extraction. They are not 
Spanie'h, not French, not Italian, not Ang:o. 
Saxon. They are evolving a combination 
of all these, with the Latin strain predom- 
inating, just as in America we are forming 
a type with the Angio-Saxon strain in great 
ascendancy. I think, however, that our 
type is far superior to any that can be 
produced here. 

The change in the Argentine goes on 
very rapidly. At the beginning of this 
century the old families were Spanish and 
Portuguese. Since then they have been in- 
ter-marrying with the EnglHsh, Scotch, Ger- 
mans, Americans and Italians. You can 
see this in the names of the distinguished 
Argentines. Admiral Brown, one of their 
famous naval officers, was of English ex- 
traction. The Livingston family, whose ia- 
dies are noted for their wealth and beauty, 
ts in the fourth generation from the Liv- 
ingstons of New York. Pelligrine, a for- 
mer president and one .of the most able 
men of tne country, has English blood in 
him. The grandfather of the chief of po- 
lice of Buenos Ayres was an American, 
The father of Tornquist, another prominent 
Argentine, was a New Orleans man, and 
there are many leading families in whose 
veins flow rich strains of Irish and Italian 
blood, 

Already the Spanish type jhas 
terially modified. Indeed, with 
percentage of foreign born, this country 
is today as cosmopolitan as any country 
of the world. If you could be blindfolded 
and upon one of the magic 
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land transported in the twinkling of an eye 
to the business parts of. Buenos Ayres you 
could not tell where you were by looking 
at the faces or dress of the people. If you 
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should be dropped {nto the stock exchange 
for instance, you might, if you were deaf, 
imagine yousélf in New York or London. 
You could not imagine yourself in Buenos 
Ayres. If your ears. should be suddenly 
opened you would still be at a loss. The 
cries of the brokers would be in Spanish, 
Lut from all around you would come a 
babel of Italian. French and English. If 
you went outside ypur situation would be 
even worse. You would hear the street 
sweepers Swearing at each other in Italian, 
English merch'ants discussing trade in 
Anglo-Saxon, and groups of Basques on 
every street corner gabbing at each other 
in Spanish. You would hear much French 
and you might meet with Russians, Poles, 
Or even with Turks. 
An Up-to-Date Country. 

This large mixture of foreigners keeps 
the Argentine up to date. New fdeas are 
coming in from everywhere, and the latest 
improvements are to be found. Nearly all 
the towns have more or less electric Lights, 
many have good streets. and there are ex- 
cellent railroad connections with the lead- 
ing centers. The Argentine now has 9,000 
miles of railroad, with a capital of half a 
billion dollars. Buenos Ayres has trains by 
Which you can go to any larger cities 
in a night’s ride, and there are sleeping 
cars on all the lines. This city is as big 
as Bosion. Rosario, the next in stze in the 
republic, is 150,000. You can go to bed in 
the cars in Buenos Ayres and awake in 
Rosario. It is the same with Bahia Blanea, 
the metropolis of the south Argentine. The 
Tucuman trains have sleepers and within 
a short time we shall be able to cross the 
continent from the Atlantic to the Pacitic 
w:thout stepping outside the cars. 

Tl steamship accomodations are equal- 
ly good. I came here from Montevideo in 
a steamer like the Puritan anad Pilgrim, 
which runs between New York and Bos- 
ton. J went to bed on the ship and awoke 
at the Buenos Ayres dock. The fare was 
$.00, and 1] +think the Aegentine steamers 
gave me more. for the money than 1 get 
at home. [ had@:a good state room. The 
Ship was lighted by electric lights and the 
passengers were served an excelent din- 
ner, with good claret and a buttonhole bou- 
quet without extra cnarge. In the morn- 
ing a steward brought to my cabin a cup 
of coffee ana a roli, and more than that. 
carried my baggage out to the custom 
house. Pf I remember aright the meals are 
charged extra on the New York and Bos- 
ton boats, 

There are several mail steamers a week 
from ‘here to Europe. There are 
which go south through the’‘strait of Ma- 
gellan and about the west coast. There are 
which will take you two thousand 
miies on the rivers into the heart of the jl- 
terior Brazil and twice a weck you may 
ride up the Parana to the capital of Para- 
Buay, 


The 
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Argentine Trade. 


Four thousand vessels engaged in foreign 
trade go in and out of the ports of the Ar- 


y&entine every year, and the volume of im- 


ports and exports in 1896 amounted to more 
than 227,000,000 of hard American gold dol- 
lars. One-fourth of this tommerce was 
With Great Britain. the country that does 
more than half of the whole ocean-carrying 
trade of the Argentine. She sent 40 per 
cent of the imports, Germany coming next, 
and Italy next. After these came France 
and Belgium, and then the United States. 
In things bought of the Argentine. France 
comes first, Belgium second, England third, 
Germany fourth and the United States fifth. 
Our purchases amount to about $6,000,000 
a year, and our foreign trade is just about 
7 per cent of the whole. Nearly all of the 
business is in foreign hands. The capital 
of the business houses and companies 
amounts to hundreds of millions of dollara, 
and their establishments are run on bus- 
iness pringiples. The foreign banks alone 
have a capital of $25,000,000, and I am told 
that nearly all of them pay big dividends. 
Intelligence of the Argentine. 

The Argentine people are up to date in 
an intellectual wav. The government 
spends $10,000,000 a year on jts schools. It 
employs 8,000 teachers, and it has over a 
quarter of a million school children. There 
are a number of high schools, three uni- 
vers.ties, two schools of agriculture, a 
school of mines and thirty-five norial 
schools soth boys and girls attend these 
schools. There are women teachers, some 
of whom came out from the United States 
years since to inaugurate the normal 
school. When Sarmiento was president of 
the Argentine Republic, a decade or s0 
ago, he made a study of the puwbiic school 
systems of the world, and decided that that 
used in Michigan was the best. He im- 
ported a number of high-bred yankee 
sdhoolmarms, and now the argentine is 
raising first-class schoolmarms of its own. 
Its normal schoojis are producing more of 
the native variety than can be used, so 
there is no opening here for additional 
yankees. 

‘Lhe language used in the schools is Span- 
ish. It is the language of the rountry, 
Everyone who has been here for a year or 
more speaks it, and the children, whatever 
their parents may be, Hsp in Spanish. 
There are private schools here where not a 
word of Spanish is taught, butait is the 
language of ‘the playground, nevertheless, 
and many a son of an English father and 
an Argentine mother can speak nothing 
else. Spanish is the language of the govern- 
ment, of business and of society. Most 
Argentines can speak French, and not a 
few converse fluently in Italian and kng- 
lish as well. 

The Postoffice and the Press. 

The chief literature sold here js French 
and Spanish. There are also Italian, Ger- 
man and English book stores. The coun- 
try reads the newspapers. Remember, 
its population all told is now not greater 
than that of the combined cities of New 
York and Philadelphia. Still, it has twen- 
ty-four dailies and 146 weeklies. Fifteen 
of the daljlies are published in Buenes 
Avres, the leading one, La Parensa, having 
a circulation of 70,000 copies, and another, 
The Diario, an evening paper, 39,000. 
There are three dailies published in Eng- 
lish, and one of these, The Buenos Ayres 
Herald. is edited and owned by Warren 
Lowe, an American. The other twelve are 
in Spanish, Italian, French and German. 

The Argentines are letter writers. They 
use the mails. One hundred and seventy- 
seven million letters passed through their 
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fourteen hundred and odd postoffices last 
year, and their postal revenue was $30,000,- 
QUU. There is fair telegraph serv:ce un- 
The telegraph lines, 
if tied together, would reach around the 
world. They have a length of 25,000 miles, 
and, with the exception of the railroad 
lines, all aré'in the national system. 
Co-Operative Telephoning. 

There are plenty of telephones, too, and 
same trouble exists here as with us— 
the telaphone rates are too high.

it Is Now the Tightest Time Ever 
Seen by Farmers in 
Georgia. 


For The Constitution. 

A bright country editor told me last week 
that he found every man on earth knew just 
how to run a paper—or thought they knew. 

The same applies to farming. Every man 
On earth knows just how to run a farm— 
or think they know. The truth is, there is 
much thought and skill and experience 
needed on a farm and youngsters who are 
given to advising farmers of the way to 
farm had as weil save their breath, for 
experienced men know they are foolish in 
their notions and pay no attention to what 
There is one thing that every- 
body does know, though, and that is the 
forct that agriculture is the foundation for 
all prosperity, and whatever prospers the 
farmer blesses ail mankind. 

Me and Brown both have long since decid- 
ed to give no advice and we have shut 
our eyes to painful.truths, knowing full 
well the force of the saying that we must 
laugh ourselves to have the world laugh 
with us. But the time has come to speak 
the truth—there is a blight upon agricul- 
ture. I hate to eay it, but there never 
Was such a disposition among young men 
especially to quit the farm. I know this is 
true, for I am among the farmers and the 
eternal cry is, ‘‘We can’t make O-cent cot- 
ton.”’ 

Because of this and because I find the 
sentiment so unanimous, I am anxious tnat 
something should turn up to make other 
products of the farm salable and profitable 
Can't as we will about not raising cotton, 
I can tell you that as things now stand the 
farmer is compelled to raise it, even if he 
only got 3 cents instead of 6. It is the only 
thing that counts as money. There are 
farmers around me who hae barns of corn, 
hay, potatoes—thousands of these things— 
and they can’t pay rheir tax. There is no 
market near enough for these things to 
make them profitable. Corn is worthless 
almost as a money crop; you could drive a 
team to death hauling potatoes or hay into 
Atlanta and it would hardly pay the hire 
of the driver. The lack of a close market 
is one of the blights to agriculture and 
whoever or whatever will provide these 
markets helps to remove this blight. 

If the starting of manufactories among 
us will not do this, what wil? 

What will? that is the all absorbing ques- 
tion. None of us are mad on this subject— 
the farmers are anmxfous, but they are not 
even captious—they want such prosperity 
as will keep their children at home, no 
matter how it comes.’ There are those who 
think that the question of tax exemption 
upon these industries plays no part -Mr. 
Garrard thinks so, and he may be correct. 
One thing is certain, we thave waited and 
waited till the situation is desperate. I 
can tell you that right now 1s the tightest 
time that I ever saw among farmers. This 
is no doleful tune sung for effect; it is fact. 
And the young men are going to leave the 
farms unless something turns up to make 
farming more desirable. 

Chere is being much said just now about 
the “situation” pro and con. Mr. Glenn 
has had the courage to speak out boldly 
for his side of the question, which is much 
better than dealing in generalities and 
Codging till nothing is said. Of course, we 
would expect to find Mr. Glenn just where 
he is. in defense of publie schools, and It 
is a popular place to be just now, but I 
can tell Mr. Glenn, as I nave been telling 
for several years, that the pubiic school 
system drove solid men teachers out 
0? the profession, and the day is near at 
hand when the ‘‘poor’’ people will cear 
down these schoolhouses if things continue 
as they are. Mark you, that I say “poor” 
people will do this, for the rich are able 
to take eare of themselves, and it is upon 
the “‘noor’’ that the blight of the system 
is falling the heaviest. When this time 
comes please remember that I told you so. 

But, serious ag matters are, Brown 
and me are having fun watching the trend 
of things in the “grand old party.’’ Dinged 
if it don't look like it wiil be a case of 
“Kilkenny cats’? -among the _ politicians. 
We thought that when the “Third” surren- 
dered and meekly bowed their heads to the 
inevitable that we would have a season of 
rest, but, bless you, the ‘‘grand old’’ has 
developed some as lively kicKers as we ever 
saw. Here in our county, and I guess it 
is so everywhere, they have already begun 
figuring on the race two yearg hence. The 
‘“‘pops’’ being out of che way, they have 
begun to abuse each other, and they do it 
heartily as such things can be done. 
They tell things on each other that if it 
had been told by a third party man the 
grand old pany wouid unanimously have 
braced back upon their deweclaws and 
swore it was a lie, It’s pretty bad when the 
politicians can find nothing to abuse but 
themselves, and every fellow wants some- 
thing that the other fellow is after. 

But let ’em roll. I had much rather rub 
the wrinkles from the brow and begu'le 
the heart of sorrow, than to talk of poli- 
ties or speculate upon things in which [| 
know there will be opposition. Despite aly 
our troubles, harmony prevails and the 
merry winter parties haye begun.

Ponta de! Cassa. November 19.—The Span- 
ish transport Andes has arrived here from 
Cuban ports with a number of repatriated 
Spanish troops.

American Shipbuilding. 

Recent events and early prints of said 
events must necessarily enormously en- 
large our foreign trade. We will beyond 
peradventure cut a ship canal between the 
two oceans as quickly as men, money and 
machinery can compass it. Our exports 
have so phenomenally increased as to sur- 
prise ourselves as well as all manufactur- 
ing and commercial nations of the world. 
“Old Glory” has been floating round pretty 
generally in the last few months and “Old 
Glory” has a new and broader meaning 
to the world at large than ever before. W® 
have abundant cause to be proud and ex- 
Ultant over our navy, but we will be more 
proud and exultant when “Old Glory” 
Waves Over vessels of peace, carrying our 
products to the utmost parts of the world, 
and we wiii:“‘get there.” This suggests that 
America cannot in self-respect if not an 
self-interest, allow other nations to trans- 
port American products, or to build our 
ships. Business, however, is not based or 
conducted on sentiment. We buy our wares 
where We can get them cheapest. But mod- 
ern ships are built generally of steel and 
this fact is peculiarly encouraging. The 
foremost stee] maker in America and prob- 
ably in the world, in a recent interview in 
The New York Times on American ship 
building, says: 

“It is obvious to any man that the United 
States is going to resume its original posi- 
tion as the chief shipbuilding nation of the 
world. What is the use of sending thou- 
Sands of tons of steel to Glasgow and Bel- 
fast, we are doing, when we might as 
well Duild the ships here and send them? 
A shipbuilder in this country today has the 
edvantage of about $4 per ton in cost of all 
steel materials, and he has all his wood- 
work cheaper than builders in either Great 
Britain or Germany, and if he cannot take 
the shipbuilding trade of the world, what 
is the matter with our shipbuilders? I do 
mot forget that we have three very cred- 
itable shipyards now—Newport News, one 
of the best in the world; Cramps’ in Phila- 
delphia, and Scott's in San Francisco. These 
three shipyards will, of course, extend and 
Prosper, but there is plenty of room for 
another shipyard here. 

“My heart is in seeing the United States 
resume her former position, as I have said, 
as the foremost, shipbuilding nation of the 
world. Steel is bound to be cheaper in this 
country than in any other country. Great 
Britain has no supply of raw materials 
to make steel; her coal is getting dearer, 
her ore is nearly exhausted. Germany never 
could make steel and deliver it to the ship- 
yard as cheaply as Great Britain. 

“The whole shipbuilding business of the 
world lies open to the United States, and 
this will become more and more apparent 
With every succeeding year. We have the 
taw materials, and no other country pos- 
sesses them to such an extent.”’ 

Now in the south we' have the raw ma- 
terials and iron and steel are produced 
more cheaply than anywhere in the world. 
The south should have a large ship yard, 
@s We have superior facilities for econom- 
ical shipbuilding over any section of our 
country.

It is almost criminal to neglect or ignore 
Our opportunities.

The net premiums collected by fire insur- 
ance companies amount to the enormous 
sum of about $135,000,000 per annum, but the 
losses during the past years have been s0 
heavy that after paying expenses and loss- 
es the companies have made little over 2 
per cent as a profit on the entire business.

Rats and Electric Cables, 

The St, Louis republic states that rats are 
playing havoc with the underground cables 
of the Bell and Kinloch telegraph com- 
panies in that city.

To 
satisfy their appetites they must gnaw 
through the lead casing around the wires. 
It has happened in a number of cases that 
the yats in gnawing through the lead cables 
to get the greased paper, have bared the 
copper wires so that they touch each ohter 
and cross in such a manner as to make it 
impossible to establish communication over 
them. Every time this happens it costs the 
company whose wires are interrupted all 
the way from a few dollars to several hun- 
dred, The telephone men are trying to 
devise some means of stopping the depreda- 
Lions. 


Steel Water Pipes. 
From The New York Sun. 

Steel-riveted pipes for the conveyance of 
water from the source of supply to the 
point of consumption are coming more and 
more into use; and for long distance, with 
large diameters, under heavy water pres- 
Bure, especially when few connections have 
to be resorted to on the way, such pipes are 
pronounced as much superior to those of 
cast iron as the steel substitute is to the 
Oid cast iron tension member of a bridge. 
It is thought, too, that they will ultimately 
be used to the exclusion of others—the fact 
appeuring, however, that, though similar 
pipes made of wrought iron have been suc- 
cessfully used for yeais on the Pacific coast 
and elsewhere, it is not recorded that the 
coatings employed for preserving the pipes 
from oxidation have proved wholly satistac- 
tory. The rivets which fasten the pipes 
and the tapping joints impede the fiow tc a 
certain extent, and a pipe has been devised, 
the fastenings of which are entirely outside 
and provide the pipe with a smooth bore; 
and the great improvement in steel-welded 
pipes of large diameter wil] also remedy 
that defect to a large extent. It is now pro-- 
posed to convey a supply of 5,000,000 gallons 
of water daily to a mining district in Aus- 
tralia by a steel pipe thirty inches in di- 
ameter and 828 miles long. 


How To Select Meats. 

Sallie Joy White in The Woman's Home 
Companion gives this practical advice to in- 
experienced cooks: 

“The finest roasts and steaks are found 
in the hind quarter, as well as the juic.est 
meats for making beef tea, meat pies, beef 
a la mode or potted beef. Sirloin, of course, 
gives the very choicest roasts and steaks; 
next comes the rump, this being cut in 
three parts. The back, the middle and the 
fuce are good roasting pieces; but the most 
economical is the middle cut, as it is free 
from bone and has not a scrap of waste on 
it. Good steaks are cut from the top of the

To Make Cut Flowers Last. 
Brom The Providence Journal, 

Flowers treated properly can last and 
look well even after six weeks, thus caking 
from them their only reproach, and render- 
ing them possible pleasures for the poorest, 
savs The Philadelphia Ledger. Every 
night take them out of the vases and 
thoroughly rinse the stalks under the tap, 
removing with the fingers ary decomposed 
matter. Then place them to bed for the 
night in a basin of strong soapsuds. Be 
careful not to allow any water to touch 
the blossoms, as this only fadeg them. The 
soapsuds supply a certain amount of nour- 
ishment. In the morning, rinse the stalks 
under water again, and as each biossom 
is arranged for the cay in the vase of 
fresh water snip off the tiniest possible 
portion of the stalk with a pair of <cissors. 
Always carefully trim away any faded 
portion. Food for the day is supplied“ by 
sulphate of ammonia, a small quantity 
of which can be bought from the chemist 
for a few pence. If he knows his business 
he will be able to tell you chat sulphate 
of amrronia contains all the properties of 
good manure for keeping the blossoms 
alive; A few drops in each vasé js quite 
sufficient; indeed, if you use the soapsuds 
at night, as well as the sulphate of am- 
monia in the day, some intervals must 
be spent by the flowers in nothing but clear, 
cold water. It is possible to kill with 
kindness, remember. Put the flowers at 
night into some dark, cool place, say a 
scullery Or pantry, as jt is not good either 
for the flowers of the household that they 
should remain altogether in the living 
rooms. To revive flowers put them into 
warm salt water, to which has been added 
a few drops of sulphate of ammonia. To 
keep a spray of arranged flowers, place on 
damp ecctton wool under a_ basin. This 
keeps the air away and preserves the blos- 
soms. The fragile, delicate maidenhair 
fern is best treated in this way.

Washington, November 19.—(Special.)— 
New York and eastern papers which make 
@ specialty of not knowing the sentiments 
of the people of the country have been 
busy figuring it all out how the democrats 
of the house will promptiy repudiate Bailey 
as the house leader, and all because he 
etands for silver. A few are so considerate 
as to give another reason for the repudia- 
tion, but the result in both cases is the 
same. Bailey is, accoraing to these proph- 
ets, as good as beaten, and the might just 
as well not qualify for membership in the 
sixty-sixth congress. 

With both classes of prophets there has 
been similarity not only in the end attained, 
but also in the principal! political factor 
bringing about that end. He was not only 
to be beaten, but he was to be beaten be- 
cause Mr. Croker and his congressmen from 
New York said so. 

Croker Makes a Prediction. 

Mr. Croker has enough sins to account 
for without having to saddle on himself a 
lot for which he is not respbnsible, and it 
surprised nobody who knows him, therefore, 
to see that he explicitly denies that he is 
fighting Bailey. Indeed, ‘he goes so far in 
his discomfiture of the critics as to give 
it out as his opinion that Bailey will again 
act as the house leader, and adds: “I be- 
lieve the New York congressmen will favor 
Bailey for leader of the house.” 

All the calculations of the, newspaper 

prophets have been built around this New 
York delegation, which was put down as 
solid against the Texan. All the efforts 
wot the newspaper critics to impress the 
democrats of the country that Bailey's 
leadership was disastrous seem to have fzil- 
ed utterly. A few men who have ‘c¢inbi- 
tions—some men who had waited and 
watched and hoped long and earnestly fer 
the honor of party leadership which cume 
to this young man—these opposed Baiiey 
before and will doubtless oppose him again 
if they see the least chance for such cy; fpo- 
sition to bring substantial results; tut 
it looks now as if it would be a pretty 
safe prediction that when the vote is taken 
in caucus the Texan wil! have no opposi- 
tion. 
‘As I pointed out before, there would 
doubtless have been a lively enough race 
for the speakership had the house been 
democratic. Then it would have been pos- 
sible for aspiring candidates to have traded 
on committee chairmans‘hips and patron- 
age, and there would have been a chance 
for Baliley’s enemies to have stirred up a 
formidable fight; but it is different now. 

What’s the Matter with Levy? 

Mr. Croker’s prediction that the New 
York congressmen will vote for Bailey may 
be regarded as a quiet tip for a certain 
very fresh specimen of the genus to keep 
bis mmuth shut. This is the recently elect- 
ef Jeff Levy, who, a few days ago, made 
himse:f the laughimg stock of political c.r- 
cles everywhere by declaring that he would 
enter the lists against Bailey. 

It has not yet been determined whether 
this Mr. Levy is altogether an ass or 
whether he was simply seeking to change 
the brand of this notoriety. If the latter, 
he shoukid not be blamed too severely. As 
Levy has ‘heretofore stood before the Amer- 
ican people, this only claim for notice has 
been that he owns Monticello, the old Jef- 
ferson home. He or some member of his 
family bought it with dollars—there is none 
of the Thomas Jefferson in his blood, al- 
though he is always most careful to put the 
“Jefferson” in his name to the fore. 

If Levy is tired of that sort of fame and 
made this speakérship break for the pur- 
pose of distracting the public attention, 
for a time at least, from Monticello 
business which he has heretofore worked 
for all there was in it, nobody will blame 
him; but if he takes himself seriously, if 
he has listened to the siren song of people 
who are stringing him and really thinks 
that he has a cMance to be chosen ieader of

Charges Against Bailey. 

The World, which is the consistent ene- 
my of bimetallism, is most promi- 
nent in its declarations that Bailey is to 
be retired, and strangely enough, it argues 
that this retirement will come because 
Bailey is prominent as a silver man. Of 
course nothing is quite so likely as that 
the fact of Bailey's prominence as a sil- 
ver man will lead to his prompt repudia- 
tion by the democratic congressmen, the 
great majority of whom are as strongly 
for the restoration of silver as Bailey him- 
self. ‘Bailey is very certain to be greatly 
Injured with the silver men of congress 
and the country when the grave charge is 
made against him that he is true to the 
Chicago platform! 

The Journal has declared against Bailey 
because he is against what we are alli call- 
ing “expansion.’”” We do not exactly know 
what we mean by that—in fact, some of 
us mean one thing and some another—but 
we are talking a great deal about expan- 
sion, and Bailey ts one of the strongest 
talkers against it. The Journal, on the 
other hand, is in favor of all brands of 
expansion; claims, in fact, to be the orgin- 
inal expansionist, if not the originator of 
the expansion idea. Because Bailey does 
not agree with its ideas on this subject, 
and because he has seen fit to differ from 
The Journal at other times, Mr. Heart's 
paper and Mr. Hearst himself are declar- 
ing that Bailey must not be the leader. 

All of which, according to my notion, Is 
very bad policy, for its only effect will be 
to draw the lines on the tezgritorial ques- 
tion within democratic ranks and in the 
end will result perhaps in an attempt to 
make that question a party one. That 
would injure the party two reasons: 
First, because, according to the present 
understanding, or misunderstanding, the 
majority of the democrats in congress 
would undoubtedly take the anti-expan- 
sion of the controversy and that 
would hurt, for it is the unpopular side; 
and the other is that it would result in 
overshadowing the more important and 
strictly political questions set forth in the 
Chicago platform, which contains the arti- 
cles of faith of the party. 


More Death for Silver. 

The efforts of the republicans and other 
goldites to kill off the silver cause as the 
result of the elections fail to pan out. The 
facts are against them. The utterances 
of democratic leaders everywhere show 
that there is but one verdict on the part 
of those really in touch with the people, 
which is that the cause represented by 
the democratic platform is stronger than 
ever. 

Governor Tyler, of Virginia, who was here 
yesterday, was quoted at some length in 
The Post. In the course of ‘his interview he 
said: 

Politically I do not see anything in 
the general situation to discourage the 
followers of democracy. The war with 
Spain only temporarily obscured issues 
that sooner or later will come to the 
front. The financial question cannot be 
kept down. There is as yet no real 
prosperity. Property values stay down 
and men get no adequate returns for the 
hardest toll. In spite of assertions to 
the contrary, there is a tremendous 
number of idle men. Thousands of 
stalwart fellows are unemployed. I 
asked one of the ri¢hest men in the city 
of Washington as to the status of his 
property, and he told me that if he 
wanted to dispose of it hg coyidn't 
realize 530 per cent of its real worth. 

Unless the republicans can remedy 
this state of things they will Dear from 
the voters in 1%e They haye a serious 
responsibility on their hands in the set- 
tlement of questions growing out of the 
war. Thoughtful men are disposed to 
hesitate a long time before giving up our 
traditiona] policy of sticking to this 
continent. The retention of conquered 
lands in the far east may bring upon 
us a train of evils that will bring dis- 
tress on the nation. It is a matter that 
the wisest men of all parties should 
endeavor to study out with the single 
purpose of America’s welfare. I am 
inclined to the view that the keeping of 
the Philippines, with their hordes of 
semi-civilized inhabitants, would be a 
national disaster. 


A Voice from the West. 

Senator Teller, whose political sense can- 
not be questioned, gives the western tide 
of the picture. He says: 

No, silver is not dead. Please make 
that as emphatic as possible. 

In every state where the silver men 
stood by the straight Chicago platform, 
they made a splendid showing. In New 
York. New Jersey and even in Kansas 
and Nebraska, they attempted to force 
local issues to the front, and the result 
was disastrous. 

The people who followed Bryan in 1896 
have no patience with the methods of 
the pettifogging politicians. He stood 
for a great principle which involved the 
welfare of the human race, while C roker 
and men of his ilk fofight for the spoils 
of office. é 

Silver at 16 to 1 by Uncle Sam alone, 
a paper currency issued by the govern- 
ment and a material curbing of the 
powers of the national banks, will be 
the issues in 190, and the silver forces 
will win. Tne war and the issues raised 
by it will then have sunk to a secondary 
position. 

I am one of tthose who expect to see the 
next Tammany delegation to the demo- 
cratic national convention as strong for the 
reiteration of the Chicago platform as the 
Georgia delegation. And democracy will 
enter the contest with a united front that

will mean victory. 
In West Virginia. 

It begins to look as if the democrats 
have a mafority in the West Virginia 
general assembly and that to them will 
fall the choice of senator to succeed Sena- 
tor Faulkner. The republicans are still 
claiming things with characteristic vigor, 
but the official recounts have favored the 
democrats in several cases, turning what 
the election officials had registered as dem- 
ecratic defeats into victories. 

It is still too close for comfort. Senator 
Steve FEikins continues to insist that a 
republican is to be his colleague, and there 
ig no telling what tricks a politician of 
Steve's versatility may have up his sleeve; 
but there is abundant evidence to show 
that despite the handicap of a majority 
of the hold-over senators against them, 
the democrats have carried the legislature. 
Whether they will be able to hold their 
advantage or will be robbed of it is for 
the future to determine. However, the 
democrats have some pretty husky poli- 
ticians down there, and the republicans will 
get a run for their money. 

It has been understood all the time that 
of democratic victory Senator 
Faulkner would not be a candidate to 
succeed himself. Perhaps he will change 
his mind if he should see a chance to get 
back, for that is a very tempting office 
and few men in public life will shy at a 
chance to land in it, no matter how remote 
the chance. 

Former Senator Henry G. Davis some 
time ago stated that he would be a candl- 
date, but there is a strong feeling among 
the democrats of the state that Davis 
made that announcement for the purpose of 
playing into the hands of his versatile and 
interesting son-in-law, Elkins. This sus- 
picion is probably unfounded; but it has 
found voice in the person of John McGraw,

who was the candidate for congress in | 
the second district, and who has charged 
that the Davises did not play straight with 
him. In support of this allegation he has 
brought forth specifications citing the 
slump in democratic votes in the territory 
along the Davis railroads. 
McGraw a Possibility. 

This is interesting, particularly because 
there is a chance of its reacting against 
the Davises and in favor of the man who 
makes the charges. If Faulkner is not 
to be the candidate—and perhaps whether 
he is or not—Jonn McGraw is more than 
likely to be the choice of the democrats 
of the legislature. McGraw is a young 
man over whom the democrats of the state 
are particularly enthusiastic. He is said 
to be a brilliant campaigner; and while 
he was not able to entirely overcome the 
republican majority ot two thousand, he 
made a gallant race and proved himself a 
splendid leader. Here in Washington there 
was more interest in McGraw’s campaign 
than in that of any of the other congres- 
Sional candidates in West Virginia, and it 
was all due to interest in the personality 
of the man, 

Stranger things have happened than that 
this young man who has not hada thought 
of the senate will become elected to that 
Position while the men who, pretending 
to be his friends, knifed hfm, are left in 
the cold. There is, as it looksynow, a good, 
Stromg chance of his election. 


BROCK HAS BEEN ARRESTED. 


Charged With Kidnaping Dora Haynes

rested there today Andrew Brock, the man 
who two weeks ago kidnaped the ran 
away with Dora Haynes, the fourteen-year- 
old daughter of Mr.S. L. Haynes, of Cand- 
ler district, Hall county. An officer from 
here will leave tomorrow for Anniston to 
bring Brock Lack to Gainesville. 

The girl returned to her parents last 
week, claiming that Brock had carried her 
as far west at Little Rock, Ark., at which 
place she threatened to report him to the 
police if Me did not bring her back home. 
According to her story Brock brought her 
as far as Anniston, where he purchased 
her a railroad ticket to Gainesville, put 
her on the train and left her She reached 
home safely. 

Two weeks ago great consternation was 
created in Candler district, in the southern 
part of this county, when it became known 
that Brock had run away with the Haynes 
girl. He‘is a married man and has a wife 
and three children. His home is quite a 
comfortable one and it was generally con- 
ceded that he was living contentedly and 
happily with his family. . No rumor had 
ever connected him with the Haynes girl, 
and their sudden going away produced a 
profound sensation. It was generally be- 
lieved and charged at that time that he 
had kidnaped her, and feeling against 
him has since been running high. Efforts 
were at once begun to effect his arrest, but 
until today they have Leen fruitless. 

The family of the girl was intensely 


wrought up and the wife of Brock was well 


night prostrated with grief. Their married 
life had been a happy one, and the wife 
was dumfounded when her husband go 
‘suddenly deserted her and ran away with 
the girl, who was nothing more than a 
ehild. Great sympathy was expressed for 
the wife, and nothing but condemnation 
was heard of the husband. 

Both families are prominent and well-to- 
do, and much interest centers in Brock’s 
returm amd>trial. A warrant has been 
sworn out against him for abducting the 
girl, and his trial will occur at the next 
term of court. As feeling against Brock is 
running high in the Candler communty, 
he will be carefully guarded unt!l it sub- 
sides. Very likely the officers will reach 
Gainesville with him Sunday and he will 
be placed in jail. 


IN THE HANDS OF A RECEIVER. 


Charleston Cotton Mill Operated by 
Negro Labor. 

Charleston, 8. C., November 19.—(Special.) 
The Charleston cotton mill, the first mill in 
the south to substitute negro for white la- 
bor, was placed in the hands of a receiver 
in the United States circuit court today. 
The bill for the receivership was brought 
by W. T. Walters & Co. and Newcomer & 
Co., of Baltimore. The complaintants have 
notes against the mill for $30,000, which 
they say cannot be collected. It is alleged 
in the bill that the company owes $120,000. 
Cc. O. Witte, president of the mill, was 
made receiver. 

The Charleston mill has been working 
negro labor at a much lower expense than 
was had with the white help and the 
trouble now is not due to the negro opera- 
tives. The mill has had a bad streak of 
luck since its organization. 


,  Terrikle Whirling Sensation. 
From The Pittsburg Press. 

First Lieutenant W. H. Wassell, Twen- 
ty-second United States infantry, says: 

“I was shot at about 4 o’clock on the 
afternoon of July 1st, while storming El 
Caney, northeast of Santiago. I was look- 
ing through field glasses at the time, and 
the ball cut through the outer part of the 
little finger of the left hand, joint next to 
the hand, then through the palm of my 
hand, out just below the index finger, then 
in the cheek about half an inch from the 
left corner of my mouth, back through my 
mouth, taking several back teeth, down- 
ward through my neck, still downward and 
toward my spine, coming out about half- 
way down my back and about four inches 
from my spine. I haven't a bone broken. 
I can gwallow, and thank God, I am 
strong, and, aside from possible scars, I 
will be no worse off. 

“T will never forget ‘the sensation of be- 
ing shot. We had been under fire all day 
—the hottest rain of bullets that men ever 
went up against. The Spaniards were all 
intrenched. They shot us from behind 
earthworks, blockhouses, trees and church 
towers. All at once it seemed as if Il 
was lifted up from ‘the ground and whirled 
around and around, oh, so terribly fast. 
I never lost consclousness during the sen- 
sation. I felt myself going, but I seemed 
to realize that if I let myself go it would 
be all over, so I tok a brace, and, after 
what seemed an age of this awful whirl- 
ing, Iwas dropped to ‘the ground. Then 
it seemed as if no one would notice that 
I had been hit. 

“It seemed an age before I heard a man 
swear and say, ‘They have hit Lieutenant 
Wassell.’ He picked me up to carry me 
behind the crest of the hill, and what a 
storm of bullets that poor fellow got as he 
raised me. I didn’t know how badly I 
was hurt, but from the blood gushing from 
my mouth and the pain in my back where 
the bullet had left me, I imagined I was in | 
it pretty badly. Captain Lochinvar came 
to me, and I remember telling him I did 
not know whether I was done for or only 
seared to death. One of the men dressed 
me as well as he could with my first 
bandages, and I lay under a tree until 
about 6 o’cleck. About that time some of 
the Spaniards began a riot on the other 
side of me, and a little while the bullets 
from friend and foe ‘whirled over me and 
struck near me. About sundown, the fir- 
ing having ceased, I was carried about a 
mile to the brigade hospital. Here T was 
dressed. The doctors were worked to 
death, and did their best. 

“All night and all the next day our hos- 
pital was fired upon by Spaniards. Toward 
the evening of the second day I was put 
in a wagon and taken about three miles 
to the division hosp'tal, which I left In 
the morning of the 3d to go to BSiboney. 
Twelve of ws rode in the ambulance. It 
was a good ten-mile ride over the most 
abominable road. That night they put 
me on board the Cherokee for Key West 
hospital. I didn’t want to go, but it was 
not a matter of argument,” ' 


TWO LEGISLATURES 
IN TWO CAPITOLS. 


The other day I looked in upon the busy 
members of the house while the clerk was 
reading the titles of a big batch of new 
bills. 

It was very interesting, but I tore my- 
self away. All the way down the corri- 
dor I could hear the stentorian voice of 
the clerk as he hoarsely voiciferated some- 
thing that sounded like this: ; 

“Nackt entitled nackt ter mend nackt 
entitled nackt ter mend nackt entitled 
nackt ter mend nackt entitled nackt ter 
mend nackt entitled nackt,’”’ and s0 on 
for I don't now how long. 

I may be mistaken, but as I walked out 
of the western door of the buikding I thought 
that I heard a far off voice pronounce 
that familiar legislative word, “nackt.”’ 


The new capitol, as people still cal) {t, 
strikes an old timer as a very fine affair. 
When I visited the house last week I 
found myself comparing the present edi- 
fice with the old one on Marietta street. 

There is a great difference Letween the 
two state houses, and there {s just as 
much diffrence between the legislators of 
the old day and those of the present time. 

The @wmbers of the present house all 
look like bright, up-to-date politicians. 
There are more young men among them 
than was the case in former years, but I 
do not think that this is any drawback. 
The average educate@ young man of to- 
day is far ahead of the youngster of a 
generation ago. New conditions and meth- 
ods have’ developed our young people al- 
most abnormally, and it is a common thing 
to find a beardless younth managing a 
great enterprise, or holding his own among 
the older leaders at the bar and in poll- 
tics, 

It is all right, of course, but it Is to be 
hoped that the next generation will not 
reach such an extreme of precocity as to 
make it necessary for a man to retire 
from active Lusiness at the age of thirty, 
in order to make room for a successor 
still in his teens. That would be too much 
of a good thing, but we are drifting in that 
direction. 


The members of the legislature—l mean 
those in the house, for I did not have time 
to glance at the senate—are a fine looking 
body of men. Very few of them have a 
backwoods or rowdyish look. They im- 
press the casual observer as an assembly 
of intelligent gentlemen who may safely 
be trusted with the interests of their cone 
stituents, 

Their faces show no signs of dissipation, 
and the few who looked upon the wine 
when {it was red In the small hours of the 
morning show no trace of thefr revels. 

The old timer notes the costumes of these 
law makers. They are dressed as men of 
their class dress in our largest cities, and 
their hair and beards show that the ber- 
ber’s skill is frequently utilized. 

When one of the members has anything 
to say he wastes no time, and indulges in 
no spreadeagleism. He goes straight to 
the point in a few quickly spoken words, 
and then takes his seat. 

Throughout the capitol the visitor sees 
everywhere system, neatness, decorum and 
he feels that he is in a business-like at- 
mosphere, 


Walking away from the state house, 
I found myself recalling the old one in 
which the reconstruction legislature made 
history, 

That old rookery was a boiling pot fn {ts 
day! 

The legislators who drew their nine dol- 
lars per diem in that building were a varie- 
gated lot. In my mind's eye I ean see 
them now. 

More than thirty negro members sat in 
the two houses. The republicans were !n 
the majority, but the democrats made the 
loudest racket. Every member, black or 
white, dressed in black, wearing a long- 
tailed Prince Albert coat. Long hair was 
the prevailing fashion, 

When a member made a speech he seem- 
ed to think that, he would be eternally 
disgraced if he consumed less than two 
hours in the delivery of his remarks. 
Aaron Alpeoria Bradiey, the mulatto sen- 
ator from Chatham, once spoke two days. 
Scores of the members were almost il- 
literate. Perhaps nine out of ten drank 
freely or heavily. Demijohns were kept in 
the committee rooms and ovher rooms. The 
aroma of whisky pervaded the air. A res- 
taurant in the basement was another feat- 
ure. 

Drunken members. staggered to thelr 
desks and went to sleep. 


Disorder reigned in both houses. One 
day Tinny Rucker, who sat at the corres- 
pondent’s table, near the speaker’s desk, 
had a few words with another correspon- 
dent. A fisticuff fight followed, the table 
was overturned and the house was thrown 
into confusion. 

“‘Expell ’em!’’ yelled a member. 

“Bring ’em to the bar of the house and 
reprimand ‘em!”’ cried another, 

‘“Imprison ’em for contempt!” suggested a 
negro member, 

‘IT move that this house do now adjourn 
until 10 o'clock tomorrow morning,’ was 
the motion offered by a democrat. 

Not knowing what else to do, the house 
adjourned and the trouble was over. 

Fights frequently occurred in the building 
and sometimes the speeches delivered there 
led to encounters on the street. J. E. 
Bryant, a republican of some note, got 60 
many lickings that he ceased to mind such 
trifles. 

A colored man was shot and killed in the 
capitol by Captain Mose Bentley, now a 
well known barber. The jury thought that 
Bentley was justifiable and acquitted him. 

Once in an important debate it *was 
thought best to limit the speakers to thirty 
minutes each. This worked very well until 
the Hon. Dunlap Scott, of Floyd, took the 
floor. Scott was long-winded and he felt 
hampered by the time limit, but a singular 
accident helped him out. 

The clock over the door of ‘the house stop- 
ped after the orator had spoken for about 
twenty minutes! 

It stopped, and Scott spoke for about an 
hour before any of the excited and interest- 
ed members found it out. 

Then there was a row. Members on the 
opposing side pulled out their watches and 
wartted Scott to sit down. The member 
from Floyd flatly refused. He pointed to 
the clock and declared that no other time- 
piece could be recognized in the house. In 
the midst of great clamor and confusion 
he continued for another half-hour, and 
then took his seat amid a storm of cheers 
from the democratic side. 


In that reconstruction legisiature there 
were in both houses Many good and able 
men who served the state wisely and well. 
There were republicans as well as demo- 
crats who were sincere in their convic- 
tions and incorruptible. After the excite- 
ment of those days subsided these republi- 
cans of the better class resumed their for- 
mer places in social and business circles and 
their democratic neighbors soon made them 
fee! that their good qualities were properly 
eppreciated, 

I wish, however, that the members of that 
old legislature could be drawn up in a line 
facing the members of our present general 
assembly. 

What an object lesson it would be in 
fashion, temperance and everything that 
cerns the physical and intellectual man!

THE GREAT GEORGIAN.

There was possibly no such unique figure 
in American politics as Robert Toombs, of 
Georgia. His influence was masterful in 
Georgia. General Robert Toombs, apart 
from his brilliant intellect, was a man of 
great integrity and absolute personal puri- 
ty. I have thought some anecdotes charac- 
teristic of the men and the times in which 
he lived would not be uninteresting. Possi- 
biv one of these anecdotes 1as5 found its 
way into print, but if. the others have I 
have not seen them. I had these incidents 
from my father, who knew G: neral Toombs 
well for more than thirty years. Il have 
tried to select such as would give some idea 
of his genius during the zenith of his 


fame, 

In 18356, 
man, W.i0 
spoke, Mr.

Elberton, Ga., Amos Aker- 
was Grant’s attorney general, 
Akerman was advocating the 
Mr. Fillmore, who was the can- 
didate of the American or Know Nothing 
party. General Toombs followed in reply. 
During the course of Mr. Akerman’s speech 
of the crowd had cheered loudly 
as Mr. Akerman

and it was increased 
closed, that part of the crowd becoming 
very demonstrative. General Toombs said 
in reply in part, ‘‘For all that crowd that 
shouted long and loud when their 
dearest rights and most sacred liberties 
were being assailed, I feel the profound- 
est commiseration. But if their party holds 
out against the dictatés of duty, patriotism 
and the experiences of the past my reliance 
is upon others (glancing at the democrats 
present) who will rise superior to popular 
prejudice and protect them from them- 
selves.’”’ 

As Genera] Toombs was speaking there 
happened to be in the crowd two gentlemen 
who afterwards said that when he used the 
word “‘commiseration’’ they had each 
glanced significantly at each other. Each 
was thinking was he going to use the word 
“contempt,”’ but the word actually used 
Was much stronger “commiseration—pity.”’ 

Genera] Toombs defined the ‘‘Know Noth- 
ing’”’ party as “the harbor and refuge of 
knaves and the paradise of fools.” 

General Toombs spoke at Waynesboro In 
1851. A gentleman was present to meet 
him whom it was thought either concluded 
or had been persuaded to act the role of an 
intimidator. The gentleman, Major G~—, in 
the course of his speech referred to an un- 
settled difficulty between General Toambs 
and a Mr. H—, in which there was some 
issue of veracity. General Toombs, then 
in the’ splendor of his manhood, was not 
confused or thrown off his guard. Rising 
quietly he satd: 

“Did Mr. H— authorizé 
that statement here?’ 

Major G—, surprised, replied “‘No,” 

“Then,” said General Toombs, “I mntst re- 
gard you as an interloper.’’ 

“What do you mean?” asked Major G. 

“What I say,” replied General Toombs. 
“You are interfering with what does not 
concern you.”’ 

It is needless to say that by his crushing 
answer General Toombs had put Major G— 
in anything but ay enviable light before the 
audience. Nothing unpleasagt occurred and 
Major G—~ was completely diverted from his 
role, 

After the war General Toombs was once 
speaking of the stay laws before the su- 
preme court of the state, two af the judges 
being republican. He was showing certain 
defects in the laws that made them void. 
One of the judges interrupted him, Saving, 

We must take into consideration the in- 
tention of the legislature.” “Ohh.” said 
General Toombs, “‘if your honor wishes to 
know what the jntention of the legislature 
was I will tell you. The intention of the 
legislature was to defraud the creditor. 
that is clear, Lut they failed to put it into 
a form that could stand. It, therefore, be- 
a the duty of you, the judges, that 
you shall torture your ingenuity and in- 
vent some new villainy to sueceed wherein 
the legislature failed.’’ Any one but Gen- 
eral Toombs would have been gent in exile 
fo Yucatan for such a speech. 

In 1860, at Albany, southwest Georgia, 
General Toombs was speaking, advocating 
the election of John C. Breckinridge to the 
presidency. Some one in the crowd askea 
if Mr. Bell had not said that property 
(Slaves) in the territories must be protect- 
ed. “Yes,” said General Toombs: “‘but not 
every man that says ‘Lord, Lord’ shall 
enter into kingdom of heaven. Mr. 
Bell talks right, but votes wrong. ‘The 
devil and his host Lelieve and tremble. but 
faith without corresponding works is 
dead.”’ 

In 1863, late in the fall, a report was 
circulated through middle and lower Geor- 
git that a yankee raid was coming down 
through the mountains of the northern 
part of the state, General Toombs, who 
happened to be at ‘this home in Wash- 
ington, Wilkes county, was called on to 
speak by the citizens of the town. He de- 
nied the possibility of the truth of the re- 
port, saying that they could not possibly 
have gotten there. ‘Either they were let 
down from heaven or vomited forth from 
hell.’’

not believe in either hypothests, 
contained no such wretches 
and hell granted no such furloughs.’’ 

(general Toombs. whenever he had a case 
in law in a community where he thought 
the local sentiment would be averse to en- 
forcing the law, would try and infuse in 
the jury the spirit to cary out the letter of 
the law by saying in closing: “Gentlemen 
of the jury, in all free eountries law is 
king. Where law is not king a despot 
must need be king. So that the only hope 
that you and I can have in the preserva- 
tion of our liberty is the enforcement of 
the law as it is.”” In this he meant that 
it was immaterial whether the despot was 
a person or a tyrannical public sentiment. 

While General Toombs was a member of 
the Georgia legislature a member §intro- 
duced a bill to tax dogs out of existence. 
The member supported his bill in a long 
speech, carefully elaborating the damage 
done by dogs in detail. His Lill was to en- 
courage the raising of sheep by getting ria 
of worthless curs. He said even of people 
had to kill their dogs it was not an entire 
loss, for their hides could be used for other 
purposes as well as their flesh. 

After the member had finished his speech 
General Toombs rose and said he had l{s- 
tened to the speech with the greatest pleas- 
ure and he hoped profitably. He did not 
imagine so good a speech could be made 
upon such a matter. He would now go 
home and kill his sheep and go to raising 
dogs as a matter of profit. This, of course, 
@®as said as a matter of pleasantry and 
jest, but it was evidently not so taken, 
for years after, when Gencral Toombs was 
a candidate for United States senator from 
Georgia there was this same man still a 
member af the legislature voting against 
him with painful consistency. 


In 1856 the leader of the “Know Nothing” 
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party, Ben Hill, spoke at Washington. This ] 


meeting followed the meeting at Lexington 
between Hill and Stephens, and the im- 
pression had got out that Hill had got the 
best of Mr. Stephens in spite of the fact 
that Mr. Stephens was regarded as the 
most popular man in the state directly be- 
fore the people. This was due to his clear, 
forcible, plain way of stating his meaning 
on questions he discussed before the pu»- 
lic. So clear and simple was he that he 
most ignorant man in the crowd could un- 
derstand him and go home and explain it 
to his ignorant neighbor who had not been 
there. General Toorabs saw plainly that 
this was the result of Hill’s attack on Mr. 
Stephens. He ‘had, therefore, put Mr. 
Stephens on the defensive or in the light of 
a@ wrong-doer. General Toombs spoke first. 
His speech was denunciatory in character. 
Hill, in the course of his speech in reply to 
General Toombs, was strong and severe on 
the Kansas-Nebraska bill. “Why,’’ said 
General Toombs, ‘“‘your own party, the 
American or Know Nothing party, agreed 
to the provisions of that very bill.’’ ‘Yes,’’ 
replied Ben Hill, ‘‘but that was because 
you and Stephens deceived us.’’ ‘How?’ 
asked Toombs. .‘‘By that letter you wrote,”’ 
replied Hill. General Toombs then stated 
that the letter was written after and not 
before the agreement, and fherefore could 
not have influenced the acceptance by the 
Know Nothing party of the Kansas-Nebras- 
ka bill. He then used a pretty severe ex- 
pression when Hill grandiloquently said, ‘I 
was born insensible to fear.’ ‘Oh,’ said 
General Toombs, ‘‘the point now is not 
whether you were born insensible to fear, 
but are you at this time sensible to shame?” 

Mr. Calhoun was supposed to be very 
sensitive on the subject of his consistency. 
General Toombs once made a bet of @ 
basket of champagne with several other 
gentiemen that he could make Mr. Calhoun 
defend his consistency, even when it had 
not been attacked. In 1847 there was a con- 
vention at Memphis, Tenn., the object of 
which was to induce the federal govern- 
ment to open up and improve the Missis- 
sippi river for navigation. Mr. Calhoun 
was invited to be present and speak, and in 
spite of his well-known opposition to in- 
ternal improvements by the general gov- 
ernment, appeared and made a speech in 
which he took the ground that it would 
do very well for the United States govern- 
ment to open the Mississippi for naviga- 
tion purposes. There was not one, but 
many states affected. No one state could 
do the work and the Mississippi might sim- 
ply be regarded as a “great inland sea.” 
This speech was regarded as in the nature 
of a concession and by his political oppo- 
nents as a bid for the presidency. Mr. 
Calhoun was simply willing to make the 
Mississippi an exception. Mr. Calhouh was 
rather late in reaching Washington that 
fall, and when the did General Toombs, in 
company with other friends, called to pay 
their respects. After th: customary words 
of greeting, General Toombs said: “I see 
Mr. Calhoun, you are luter in reaching 
Washington than usual after traveling on 
inland seas.”’

In_ writing these anecdotes, I have tried 
to tell such as I thought would be of in- 
terest. Where the name could be left blank 
without injury I have done so, but other- 
wise I have told the full story. It is often 
the that incidents are changed 
that any merit a story may have is com- 
pletely lost by its strong features being 
eliminated. And now then are gone—all 
those, both of civil and military fame, that 
prior to and avring the war made the 
south the most remarkable people in all the 
wor'd. Gone, all gone! and their dim 
shadowy forms appear only in the light of 
affection and remembrance. There was the 
kingly Toombs and the self-governed 
Stephens, and Cobb, the impetuous gen- 
tleman: the accomplished Magon, the silver- 
tongued Yancey, and Lee, the paladin of 
battle, and Jackson who ruled its storm. 
It seems long since they lived. It fs olden 
days. Not long when we record carefully 
there aré so many stil! living that heara 
and saw, aye, and took part, too, in those 
stirring times. It was in the long ago, not 
long as counted by the years of the calen- 
dar, but far removed on account of the 
mighty changes that bave taken place. 

General Toombs was in his personal ap- 
pearance imposing and majestic that 
when once seen he was never forgotten. 
He was rated over six feet one inch in 
height. His complaxion was rather dark 
with a full forehead, the observing or 
knowing faculties being greatly .developed. 
Wavy hair and the most magnificent eyes 
one could imagine. With a presence so 
prepossessing he was one who would halt 
the eyes in any assemblage. General 
Toombs, in the splendor of his manhood, 
was so nobly handeome, his pose so grandly 
picturesque, that he looked as though he 
might have been an English nobleman with 
his £400,000 a year income, whose family 
had helped much in making the greatness 
of England, whose ancestors were at 
Joton and Agincourt, aye, had marcen- 
ed with Godfrey arfd Tancred over heaps 
of siaughtered Moslems to the sepulchre 
of Christ and remoter still were among 
the paladins of Charlmagne and the 
knights of King Arthur's round table.

ARP SAYS HE'S A BOY 


That Is He Makes Himself Useful About 
the House Like One. 


HE TELLS WHAT HE HAS TO DO 


liakes Fires, Sweeps the Floors and 
Runs Errands—Bil] Reads a G. A. 
R. Paper and Loses Temper. 


“Oh, would I were a boy again,” says the 
poet. That's what I am. There is no other 
boy about these premises. We have had no 

cook for two months—no man se rvant nor 

maid servant—only a boy. I rise before the 
sun, make the fire, take up the ashes, sweep 
the room, then fire up the stove in the 
k'tchen, fill up the kettle, put on the hom- 
inv, grind the coffee and then ring the bell 
for my female aids de camp. who appears in 
due time and make biscuit and brojl the 
steak and finish up breakfast. I bung 
in wood and coal, split the pine, go to the 
butcher's and baker's and the postoffice. 
I'm the male boy and the mail boy. Last 
week was hard on me, for I had to repot 
the greenhouse and change the soll 
and move them into the pit and water them 
and yesterday my female folks took a no- 
tlon they wanted some of the prettiest 
chrysanthemums taken up and potted and 
brought into the hall, so I made little tubs 
out of nai] kegs by saw Bg them down and 
putting rope handles to them and then I 
carefully upheaved the plants with a space 
and got them tn all right. And then the 
boy had to carry them in the h and 
arrange them and now they are be autifel 
to behold—al!l gorgeous {n their lovely col- 
ors of white and vellow and brown and pink 
and gold. I ara proud of them, for I am the 
boy that did it. , It heavy work and 
hard work and I am sorter rheumatie and 
broke down In the lines, but my folks 
wanted it and I'm the boy. {It isn't 
every family that’s got a boy. 

What a luxury it Is to rest when you have 
finished your job and are tired! What a 
luxury is sleep when bedtime comes! What 
a wholesome, toothsome appetite does labor 
tive and makes a boy like me relish the 
buttered steak or smothered chicken and 
coffee and biscults and gravy and big homi- 
ny and eggs fried on both sides and loose in 
the middle., That’s the fare to say grace 
over and be thankful. Labor is good medli- 
cine—a tonie that regulates digestion, La- 
bor fis an antidote for the little frets and 
troubles of our daily life. When I get clean 
out of money and the little duns come thick 
and fast in love letters I fly to the woodplile 
and chop stevewood, or I go to the garden 
and fork up more ground and transplant 
more strawberries from the seattering run- 
ners. I have now 800 plants and they are 
fine and all came from home and all have 
been mulched with stable manure and cot- 
ton seed and covered with pine straw, and I 
am the boy that aid it. I am the horny- 
handed son of to!] that you read about. My 
wife has got sixty-five rose bushes that I 
planted for her and watered and nourished 
and pruned and seratched my hands with 
the thorns, and she luxuriates among their 
beautiful flowers and cuts bouquets for the 
nabors and visitors. Sometimes when I 
Peruse the papers and tneir sentiments 
make me mad or fatigue my indignation I 
Fo forth among the flowers and study them 
and ponder upon thelr innocence and beau- 
ty and get calm and serene. Only yester- 
day I read an article ¢n The New York 
Press, the leading republican paper, and It 
sald the white southerner was rapidly de- 
generating and the nefro was coming to 
the front; that the white man could not 
srow cotton at 4% cents a pound, but the 
negro could and that their race would itn 
Ume own all the lands and the whites be 
thelr tenants; that we have degenerated In 
statesmanship’ and intellect and have not 
got a white man in all the south who will 
compare with Booker Washington: that the 
ante-bellum types are gone: the times that 
produced Calhoun and Toombs and Steph- 
ens and Davis and Benjamin and Lamar 
are forever past, and that our so-called 
Statesmen, such as Bailey and Butler and 
Tillman, are but a fair sample of our de- 
generacy and that this degeneracy al] 
comes from our inhuman treatment of the 
negro and is a negation of God. Then he 
threatens us and says the north is very 
busy now with important concerns growing 
out of the Spanish war, but will attend 
to us in due time and see to its that we 
shall have no representation in congress 
from districts where the negro ballot was 
intimidated or suppressed. 

Well, of course, I had to drop the paper 
and fly to the woodpile, and every stroke 
i made with the ax I tried to imagine that 
that malicious and malignant editor was 
under it. What is to be done with such 
people? Here we were boasting that at 
last, yes at last, the sectional lines were 
obliterated and we were now a reunited 
people, when that paper—that organ of the 
G. O. P. that boasts of its da‘ly circula- 
tion being 50,000 greater’ than ail the other 
republican papers in New York and Brook- 
lyn combined, wipes out all harmony and 
renews its war against the south. Isn't it 
Sirange that he does not see the fallacy of 
his own argument, for if such grand men 
‘athoun and Toombs and Stephens and 
lamar were produced under the regime of 
Siayery and we have all degenerated under 
the influence of freedom, why not go back 
to slavery again and Stop that degeneracy? 
But there no use in replying to such 
men. It is a waste of time. They have 
fattened on the last war, and would pre- 
cipitate another if they could. That New 
York Press fought ‘Roosevelt bitterly un- 
til he was nominated, and I reckon it was 
because he was an illustrious scion 
Southern stock, a great-grandson 0” Geor- 
gia’s first rebel governor and a son of a 
noble lady who was born and reared in 
Georgia. Georgia had to furnish the rebel 
stock for their governor and South Caro- 
lina ‘had to furnish New York city a mayor, 
and it is the prevalence of southern men 
and southern blood in the city of Gotham 
that makes it so overwhelmingly democrat- 
ic.

But no more of this. [ cannot ruminate 
upon it with serenity. Reckon I had bet- 
ter go out to my garden and plant some 
more strawberries: and, like King Ahash- 
uerus, let my choler down. 

Well, I came back mollified, 
my mail brought me The Baltimore Sun 
and I read Dr. Carlton Lee, of Johna Hop- 
kins university, on the negro, I was jubi- 
lant. it is a great paper—a bold. strong, 
truthful paper on the status of the negro 
and how to solve the race problem. Noth- 
ing to forcible, so convincing and go ¢on- 
servafive has ever been published. Let 
everybody read it. 

But this cooking business is getilbe 
rather monotonous to my folks. It suits 
me very well financially, for Ben Franklin 
Said ‘‘that a penny saved was two pence 
gained,’’ and as I paid Aunt Ann two dol- 
lars a week I now gain four dollars a 
week. The trouble is that nobody pays me 
for my work and nobody pays my folks 
for theirs. When the cottog picking is 
over we can get @ Cook without begging. 
Cold weather will run them in, but they 
are the same uncertain creatures they ai- 
ways were. They come when they please 
and quit when they please and don’t care 
a darn for the future. There isn’t a race 
upon earth that so enjoys today and has 
so little concern about tomorrow. “Carpe 

diem”. is their maxim. BKHinjoy today. 

“Sufficient unto the day is the evi] there- 
of.”’ I think we are getting along splendid- 
ly without them, for we have less cooking 
done and things last longer. Warm break- 
fast and supper and a cold lunch for din- 
ner is enough unless you have company 
and “my opinion is that during these hard 
times and scarcity of socks company 
ought to circulate to: any alarming ex- 
‘tent. It is an awful misfortune to be poor 
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and have a rich man’s ways and it is still 
awfuller for women raised in luxury to 
have to come down and go from the par- 
lor to the kitchen. As for me it doesn’t 
matter. I was raised poor and had te 
makes the fires and chop the wood and go 
to mill and ride the mail, and so I am only 
being a boy again—that’s all. I am the 
Loy.

New York, November 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—There is a floating population 
now in this city swaying ani swerving with 
the ebb and tide of fashion and fully—the 
horse show is at its height.

They are 
more blase than gallant, and seem tu be 
reveling in the luxury of surroundings 
rather than the smiles and dimples of the 
gay creature at their side. It pleases them 
to be in a comfortat-le stall, out of the suf- 
focating crowd of the vulgar. The beauty, 
you must know, buys the box, and th 
chappies share the pleasure of it without 
the expense. The flowers are paid for out 
of her jeweled purse. So her triumph, after 
all, is somewhat ambiguous, and her place 
in the realm of fashion is not altogether 
to be envied. 

Our own state and my little city is well 
represented at the horse show. The lovely 
young matron, Mrs. Jordan, of Macon, and 
her sister from Richmond are among the 
most beautiful women I have seen. Our 
southern woman possesses a charm of man- 
ner essentially her own. It is as sweet and 
subtle as the bunch of violets pinned at her 
throat. It appeals to the nobler nature of 
Man and commands his respect and adora- 
tlon, which is in contra-distinction to the 
attitude I have just pictured. 

I can never reconcile my ideas of proprie- 
ty—and they are not overly strict, either— 
to the point where I can appreciate seeing 
@ well-dressed man lol] at a woman’s side, 
rendering the atmosphere opaque with the 
emoke of a strong cigar, and resonant with 
his loud guffaw over his own doubtful wit. 
This is often seen and heard in the most 
refined circle, but it is none the less to be 
condemned. 

The Waldorf-Astoria, in honor of the 
horse show, is profusely decorated with the 
Georgia bamboo vine, which is shipped by 
the carload for the purpose. It is the fash- 
fonable decoration for festive occasions, 
and one man in a small town in Alabama 
has amassed quite a fortune by going into 
this business. The display of potted chry- 
santhemums is gorgeous. It is wonderful 
to see to what perfection they have carried 
that common-place and almost homely 
flower by the skillful art of the florist. It 
has reached the highest degree of perfec- 
tion, and every bloom sells for a fabulous 
price. Leaving the horse show for a mo- 
ment, I revert to the woman's clubs which 
are scattered ovcr the entire city. The fact 
is, the members have grown to be fanatic 
over their cause, and work with the zeal- 
cusness of sisters of charity. They ac- 
complish much good and :ender help to 
Many a famished body and Starving soul. 

Mrs. Charles A. Carroll, of Baltimore, a 
woman of marvelous beauty and intellect. 
left the affluence of home and sought 
the camp of the soldiers to disperse crea- 
ture comfort to the sick. and dying. She 
stood by the couch of afflicted and mur- 
mured words of love; held 
the marble fingers of death with- 
in her own soft grasp and tried 
to warm them back to life; she pillowed 
the dying head upon her gentle bosom, and 
breathed a requiem over the departing soul. 
This is what she, as a club woman, did for 
the union soldiers! Her mission wae that 
of an angel and must meet with its re- 
ward from above.

W hat Next Will 
Women Accomplish ? 


“What next will women do?” is a ques- 
tlon justifiable these days, for the prog- 
ress of the times is such that they are 
not only crowding into the professions with 
their male comrades, but they are rapidly 
acquiring prominence in trade. Though 
business qualifications are not common ta 
women, there are many of them who suc- 
ceed in business 4nd who are acquiring 
prominence in the commercial world. 

There was one kind of trade, however, 
that the extremists of progress could hard- 
ly anticipate for ‘women, and that was 
“horseshoeing!" Yet the souvenir edition 
of The Horseshoers’ Journal, of Detroit, 
publishes an interesting story of two New 
‘York women who are proprietors and man- 
agers of one of the most successful estabe 
lishments of that trade in the country. <ASs 
a rule, women adopt this and similar 
means of livelihood, not from choice, but 
from necessity, which makes all the more 
commendable their success. When a man 
dies, frequently his only legacy is his bus- 
iness, and unless h's wife is able to con- 
tinue it in his place, she may find her- 
Self penniless or at the mercy 
of those unprincipled in business 
relations. In such an instance a woman 
is to be applauded who stepping out of the 
more congenial atmosphere of home; takes 
upon herself the means of livelihood af- 
forded her, 

It was in a case of this kind that Miss 
Mary Kelly, of New York, entered the 
horse-shoeing trade in Brooklyn, and made 
a success of it. The story of her success 
published in The Horseshoer Journal is ag 
follows: 

“Probably the most touching instance of 
battling with the cares of a horseshoeing 
business is that furnished by Miss Mary 
Kelly, of Fifty-second street, between Sixth 
and Seventh avenues, New York city. Her 
father, Patrick Kelly, was a noted horse- 
Shoer, and at his death he teft a wife and 
a large family of children dependent on 
their own best energies. A month after the 
father’s demise the mother was called to 
her Maker, and Mary, the eldest of the chil- 
dren, ‘was face to face with the awful! re- 
sponsibility of conducting a horseshoeing 
business and directing the affairs of a 
young and - struggling family. Nothing 
short of heroic effort, strict business tact 
and continuous self-sacrifice could bring 
order and success out of the chaotic condi- 
tion which the doukle affliction forced upon 
a young and untrained girl. But Miss Kelly 
possessed the rare qualities which go to 
create success, and in the face of obstacles 
which would phase tje strongest will, she 
surmounted the difficulties and kept intact 
the good business which her parents had 
willed to her care. Some years of adversity 
was spent by the girl head of the home 
and work shop, until her brother, whem she 
had caused to be apprenticed ‘to the trade, 
became sufficiently skilled to take hold of 
the business; Tha it was that the family 
began to realize comforts, many of which 
had been denied them through the great 
worry and care that had so long devolved 
on the living head. Miss Kelly has num- 
bered among her patrons such names as 
John D. Rockefeller, Robert Bonner, Colo- 
nel Lawrence Kipp and many more promi- 
nent New Yorkers.”

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memorable Trib from which woman was 
evolved down to the recent political cam- 
paign in the state of New York, the stamp 
of approval of both God and man has 
been upon federated movements. 

“And further investigation of the story 
of the garden of Eden reveals the fact 
that the devil and Adam and Eve con- 
jointly conspired to do a thing that Indi- 
vidually they would not have dared do. 

“The devil never could have held a hand 
with Eve if she had not, with feminine 
intuitiveness, foreseen that Adam would 
be her accomplice; and Adam, on his part, 
never would have yielded even to the 
honeyed speech that fell from the rosy 
lips of the first woman if the idea had not 
flashed to him with meteoric brilliancy 
that he, too, would have an accomplice. 
As for the devil, everybody knows a devil 
does not require a backer. 

“To this federation, formed in the gar- 
den of Eden, consisting of the devil as 
the party of the first part and of Adam 
and Eve as parties of the second part, 
reaching out for the forbidden fruit, is 
the first authentic account we have of 
federated movements. Of its success the 
fall of man bears testimony. So much 
for the first federation. 

“To skip from the garden of Eden to 
the sfate of New York requires more 
than the agility of an athlete. I know 
of nothing but a new woman who could 
make this prodigious spring, and yet I 
fee] that I would be doing Van Wyck a 
grave injustice did I not point to him as 
being the most illustrious example of iso- 
lation before the American public to- 
day, 

“In reviewing the political history of 
Europe we find that through the united 
opposition of the many is the supreme 
success of the individual made impuossi- 
ble. 

“Napoleon was the culmination of the 
aspirations of France. Standing on the 
dizzy heights of fame, this Titun of the 
eighteenth and Aineteenth centuries, whose 
name is a synonym of power, he, the 
highest type of individual effort, was 
hurled from his plaice of pre-eminence by 
the federated states of Europe. 


“Italy has furnished us a Dante in exile; . 


England has given us a Byron driven from 
home by opposition; Russia’s great philan- 
thropist, Leo Tolstoi, is called a fanatic; 
Germany’s emperor saw fit to banish from 
his court the most powerful statesman 
of German history, Prince Bismirck. 

“All these countries have given ug men— 
men great in ‘poetic imaginations anfl 
great in practical achievements, but even 
these giants yielded to combined opposi- 
tion. 

“Isolation becomes impossible in exact 
proportion as we recognize our true re- 
lations to each other. Reciprocity must 
increase as desires increase. The advisa- 
bility and'the power of concerted effort 
fg clearly recognized in the thousands 
of labor organizations of America and 
other countries, especially of America, for 
under the screaming eagle does the 
laboring man find his best protection. 
There-is no order of working men or wo- 
men in the United States which has not 
bound itself im protective associations. 
Capital and labor have eacn their repre- 
sentative organizations, where, by ex- 
change of ideas, duty is stimulated and 
nationalism becomes more tRan a’ name. 

‘The question of woman's clubs is one 
of widespread interest. Serigusiy they do 
an infinite good. They elevate Sarah Jane 
from an investigation of John Thomas's 
socks to an investigation of Socrates’s phi- 
losophy and thereby reconcile her to the 
dreadful onslaught of John Thomas's great 
tces. 

‘But in spite of this reconciliation we 
on occasion hear some very warm stuff 
issue from masculine volcanoes about wo- 
man’s ‘lodges,’ as they term them, but, 
like the fumes that issue from other par- 
tially extinct volcanoes, the result is prin- 
cipally smoke, Now I like men, but when 
I hear a man gay, ‘No, my wife can't go 
to Columbus during the month of No- 
vember. I am afraid somebody will think 
she has gone to the woman's convention,’

were universities first establish- 
ed?” is a question that has oecurred to 
many people. It is perfecUy natural thar 
this question should arise, for thoughttul 
people must cften have wondered Wien 
mental culture fitst became of such iin- 
portance as to necessitate the foundation 
of a university. 

The earliest university was the medical 
school of Salerno, which was closed in 
1817 after a life of about a thousand years, 
The two models of all the other old uni- 
versities were those of Bologna = and 
Paris, the former a law school, the latter 
making theology its chief concern, both 
founded in the second half of the twelfth 
century—an epoch when the advantages 
that were to acerue to the world from 
certain studies were strongly felt.- The 
University of Paris had from the outset 
four faculties, or branches of study—the- 
ology, canon law, medicine and ars. 
the study of arts—including. logic 
rhetoric trom the trivium, and the qua: 
rvium (arithmetic, @eometry, music 
astronomy)—Was 1regurded as merely 
liminary to the others which alone, as 
attacking vita! problems, entitled the uni- 
versity to its high privileges. 

Hence, upon inception as a matter f 
arts, a man cid not Called a 
“echolar’’—a word which has consequently 
come to impiy sound learning outside une 
three professions. It Was the eluc'datton 
of theology Which was above all desired 
and expected from the unive rsity; and the 
faculty of theology was organized more 
like a learned aeudemy than as x semi- 
nary. The constitutions of universities 
“re Various and for the most part com- 
plicated, In Paris there were in each 
taculty three degrees, those of bachelor 
licentiate and = maSgster or doctor. Three 
years’ study were required for a master 
in aris, and he must be twenty-one vears 
of age. Five years’ study more were re- 
quired for the first degree of theology. 
rhe instruction was entirely by lectures, 
and the only eXerTrcises Were disputations.

Instead of this, 
the business man is pushed jnto liti- 
gation; his credit is ruined; his assets 
are scattered to the four winds and the 
creditors eventually have to be satisfied 
with but a molety of their claim. In 
view of these facts, the settlement of 
Mr. Green's affairs on the basis alluded 
to forms a departure from an Ishmaelite 
policy which should be followed by 
business men everywhere.

Bult will be fewer failures and more 
men will be able to pull through. saving 
not only their own interests but those 
of their creditors, as well as the inter- 
ests of the hundreds and thousands of 
people who are depending upon busi- 
ness operations for their support.

Pay as You Go. 

One of our most valued state contem- 
poraries is The Fort Valley Leader, pub- 
lished in a strictly agricultural part of 
the state, but one which has at the same 
‘time been progressive and enterprising. 

In yesterday’s issue of The Constitu- 
tion, among a list of clippings was one 
from The Leader which read as follows: 

Said John Randolph once, a | have found 
the philosopher's stone. It consists of four 
short English words—‘Pay as you go.’ ”’ In 
the midst of the unmistakably hard times 
and a general inability toa pay what one 
owes, how eminently wise seems this sim- 
ple language of the old Virginian. But 
nearly everybody has run into debt—deep- 
iy into debt. Few, very few, have heeded 
the precept, “Pay as you g€o0,” and as a 
tonsequence times are ha ra. ( f course 
there are other things that will help to an 
improvement of our financial condition. 
But no one remedy could accomplish so 
much good as a thorough adhesion to the 
advice of these four monosyllaLles—‘‘Pay 
as you go.” 

If The Leader should editorialize from 
now until doomsday it could never 
Improve upon the demand so well ex- 
pressed here “to pay as you go.” The 
individual or the state which habitually 
plays with fortune by dabbling in debt 
and kiting bonds and overdrawing in 
banks when times are flush, is but cer- 
tain to be bitten the worst when the 
inevitable hard times come. The fact 
ls that this talk about good times is all 
a delusion. It springs from youthful 
exuberance and an overwrought imagin- 
ation. ‘Hyver since the day when 
Adam was given his conge at the gates 
of paradise, men have had to work by 
‘he sweat of their brow, . Their nor- 
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their living. The man who draws upon 
tomorrow for what he needs today can 
never be esteemed wise, because he 
knows not what evils tomorrow may 
bring. The same is true of the state. 

Therefore, when The Fort Valley 
Leader calls upon its readers to pay 
as they go, it delivers a lecture to the 
State legislature, now in session, to do 
the same thing. if this policy had been 
observed by previous legislatures, the 
present one would not have to be sitting 
up puzzling its wits as to how to pay 
something with nothing. Not only 
have previous legislatures spent all their 
OWn money, but they have reached out 
into the future and spent that money 
which should have been left to the leg- 
islature now in session. Will that body 
profit by the lesson and stopping short 
in its expenditures, prepare for a change 
to paying as we go, or will it reach 
out both hands toward the invisible 
dollars of an uncertain future in order 
to keep up an establishment which is 
too expensive for its means? 

The members of the legislature are 
free from legislative work today. Sun- 
day should bring to them rest as it does 
to other classes of citizens, but while 
they may not think of profane things, 
they can, at ljeast, study out the moral 
side of paying as they go, and thus be 
better fitted for the secular side of the 
Subject when Monday morning comes. 


A Sham Battle. 

Tt is very evident, as our Washington 
correspondent points out, that the re- 
publican leaders intend to make a tre- 
mendous effort to shift the political is- 
sues from those which make up the 
Chicago platform to such as they extract 
from the recent war and its results, Pre- 
paratory to that effort, we see a most 
wonderful] sham fight going on among 
the republican organs over the question 
of “expansion,” as it is now called—over 
the retention of the Philippines. The 
New England newspapers and some of 
the New England leaders are making 
an awful fuss about it. You would 
think that the future of the human 
race depended upon the issue. On the 
Other hand, the republicans in New 
York and farther west insist on expan- 
sion at all hazards, and the paper bat- 
tle is raging furiously. 

That there is any real earnestness or 
conviction on either side of the ques- 
tion, we hesitate to believe. There is 
too much ranting. It is rare that a man 
who is in earnest can be led to rant. 
The ranters are usually without convic- 
tions, though they are full of opinions. 
This is one reason why we believe the 
controversy—it lacks the dignity of dis- 
cussion—is a sham. Another reason is 
to be found in the fact that Mr. McKin- 
ley has announced to the whole world 
that Spain’s sovereignty in the archi- 
pelago must cease; and when that hap- 
pens this country will have more respon- 
Sibilities there than she now has, and 
larger ones. 

Another reason is that the campaign 
in New York was made the excuse for 
developing the state of public sentiment 
on the question of expansion, and there 
seems to be no doubt that the admin- 
istration will embrace that policy; and 
in doing so, it will be with a lively hope 
that the democrats will either divide 
among themselves with respect to that 
policy, or that they will jump in and 
make it a political issue. The pres- 
ident’s hope is not without a _ basis. 
There are plenty of so-called democrats 
who will eagerly embrace this oppor- 
tunity to obscure the real issues on 
which the next campaign is to be fought 
if the party is to win. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the democratic 
party will insist on compelling the re- 
publicans to face the people on issues 
of more vital importance than expan- 
sion, 

Where the Trouble Lies. 

The Boston Transcript, commenting 
on some remarks made by Mrs. Felton 
in regard to the Carolina race troubles, 
Says that the negro is what the southern 
people have made him. This mistake is 
as serious as it is natural. ‘The negro 
that the southern people made has all 
but disappeared from the face of the 
earth. He is to be found occasionally, 
but he is rapidly dying out, and he has 
no successors. Slavery did not, as many 
northern editors imagine, makea savage 
out of the negro. No; it brought him 
under the discipline of religion and re- 
finement, and the result was that you 
could find more gentlemen on one well- 
ordered plantation than can be found 
today among the whole negro popula- 
tion. 

In another column one of The Con- 
stitution’s editorial contributors has tak- 
en occasion to write of a little book of 
negro character studies which has just 
been published in New York. To that 
book We invite the attention of the ed- 
itor of The Transcript. lie cannot 
open it at any page without perceiving 
the dignity and distinction that marked 
the plantation types, the refinement and 
intelligence that shone in their faces. 

No; most unhappily, most unfortu- 
nately, the negroes fell away from the 
class which knew them and sym- 
pathized with them, and placed 
themseives in the careless and selfish 
hands of the lowest class of republican 
politicians. The result is that for the 
most part they have been grievously 
misled, grievously corrupted, and griev- 
ously abused. How many hundreds 
of columns has The Constitution devoted 
defending the negroes against the at- 
tacks of those who do not understand 
them! How many hundreds of columns 
has it devoted to giving them the 
friendliest and the most unselfish ad- 
vice! 

What is the result? Simply this, that 
in all the land there are but two negroes 
who understand the situation of the 
race and are striving to elevate it 
along the only lines possible to the ele- 
vation of any race; only two—Booker 
T. Washington and W. H. Council. We 
take great comfort in the thought that 
these two men will be able to impart 
their enthusiasm and their high hopes 
to other negroes, so that we may have 
an end of the rule of the corrupt poli- 
tician and office seeker so far as the 
negro race is concerned. We repeat 
that the negro race ag it stands today 
is not what the southern peonle have 
made it. That race has made great 
progress in many directions, in ways 
material and hopeful, but in other re- 
spects there has been a tremendous fall- 
ing away; but this falling away is due 
to the ignorance of the negroes rather 
than to their intentions. 

The negro men and women to whose 
tender care of southern people entrust- 
ed their women and children during the 
war have passed away, and their influ- 


| ence and example have been utterly lost 
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in the hurly-burly created by the re- 
publican politicians. No one should re- 
gret thig more than the negroes them- 
selves, but the probability is that the 
majority of the new generation, if they 
are able to think about the matter at all, 
imagine that the attitude of their an- 
cestors was due to the fact that slav- 
ery had crushed their spirits and made 
them utterly servile. This is the north- 
ern view, and, unfortunately, the north- 
ern view is regarded by the new ne 
groes as the most important view. 

But even in the midst of all this mis- 
understanding, there is one fact to 
which attention may be properly called. 
It is this, that there is never any con- 
flict between the races save where the 
negroes are vilely misled. And the 
misfortune of these conflicts is that the 
innocent are chiefly the sufferers, The 
leaders achieve a little brief notoriety, 
and wear their feathers until the climax 
is reached, and then they slip away on 
the wings of the wind, leaving their ig- 
norant and deluded followers to bear 
the brunt of an indignation for which 
they (the leaders) are entirely respon- 
sible. In the case of the Wilmington 
troubles, this fact stands out. 

What sort of an example did these 
white and negro leaders set to their fol- 
lowers when once they had reached the 
goal of their ambition and were snugly 
seated in official places? Did _ they, 
by their conduct, show that even a ne- 
gro might be a gentleman, and that 
a gentleman would deal courteously and 
considerately with all, without regard to 
color or politics? Far from it. They 
set an example of rudeness, coarseness 
and offensiveness; they insulted white 
people right and left. Worse than this, 
when the recent campaign wags about 
to begin, they sent off for arms, and 
began secretly to drill and to receive in- 
structions that the whites were to be 
shot on the slightest provocation, their 
women and children massacred and their 
houses burned. 

The ignorant negroes, 
their race had control of the town, 
greedily swallowed all this talk. They 
were willing to follow their leaders, but 
when the moment came for their plans 
to mature, their leaders were not to be 
found. ‘Republican and negro, each had 
fled to a place of safety. The pity of 
it all is that such men as these lead- 
ers should be able to deceive and de- 
lude the negroes. They turn away 
from the advice of such men as Wash- 
ington and Council, and from all their 
white friends and well-wishers, and turn 
their faces toward calamity. That such 
a course is possible thirty-odd years 
after freedom is a fact appalling to 
those who, in the midst of doubt and 
anxiety, have insisted on predicting bet- 
ter things for them. \ 

And once again, as of old, wg see their 
northern friends looking through the 
smoked glass of prejudice, and getting 
wrong views of things, and making ab- 
surd deductions, and placing their fin- 
gers anywhere save on the real cause of 
the trouble. More than this, we see the 
northern negroes, with no understand- 
ing whatever of the situation, declaim- 
ing themselves hoarse in voluble and 
futile protests, when a word of sound 
and sensible advice might sink deep in- 
to the hearts of at least a few of the 
more intelligent negroes of the south. 

No: they and the northern brethren— 
we say it with a feeling of despondence 
—will go on talking about the rights of 
the negro when they should be talking 
of his necessitles. (Politics has been 
his curse; he has been misled and de- 
ceived by the politicians from the first. 
For the sake of politics he was turned 
against his only friends, the people who 
knew his strength as well as his weak- 
nesses; and the result has been a 
curse to the race. and in some measure, 
to the whole country. Politics! Where 
is there a: negro politician or office 
holder, living or dead, who has not in 
some way and in some degree added to 
the prejudices that sprung up after the 
war; and who has not, in that way, ac- 
complished harm instead of good? 

The Boston Herald’s view that Jo- 
siah Patterson is to be the leader of 
the minority in the next house needs 
confirmation.

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A REMARKABLE BOOK. 

Some kind friend in New York has Deen 
the means of giving me a vast deal of 
pleasure. He has sent me a book which, 
so far as my experience goes, is absoluteiy 
unique. It is a book in which pictorial art 
of the strongest and most vital kind is car- 
ried hand in hard with a soft and gentle 
accor paniment of song. The effect is much 
the same as if a panoramic view of men, 
women and children moved to the music of 
a mejodeon softly pluyed. 

The volume is called “Shadows on the 
Wall,”’ and it hes that within it which, for 
cne reason Or another, must surely appeal 
to a very wide audéence. Pictures and text 
are the work of a lady of Huntsville, Ala.. 
and ther name appears on the title page as 
Howard Weeden. Below it is a suggestive 
allusion from Emerson, “Oh, south winds 
have long memories!” and this allusion, 
shy, delicate and apt, strikes the keynote 
of the volume. 

Well—you will say—what ifs it all about? 
Softly -scftly! let us have no boisterous 
demcrstration at this door of the past; no, 
nor laughter, neither, unless it be of that 
gentile sort which betrays a touch of melan- 
choly. “his being understood, it may be 
said that the volume is made up of a gal- 
lery of character studies vf the old-time 
quality negroes, a portrayal of types which 
the artist illustrators have been trying 
vainly to catch for thirty years. At first 
glance, you Will say that these heads and 
faces are reproductions of remarkably fine 
photographs; but a moment's inspection 
wil] convince you that no photograph ever 
caught and held character before your eyes 
with such vital, such startling distinctness, 
und a little study will further convince you 
thet never before has an artist been able 
to depict with such tnoving fidelity the real 
types whidh such writers #¢s Thomas Nel- 
son Page and Harry Edwards have success- 
fully exploited in their fiction; and though 
the artistic veracity of these and other 
writers in the same field is established by 
internal evidence, yet the absolute verity 
of their portraiture and their partiality for 
the negro character, needed just such an 
explanation as these remarkable studies 
afford. 

It is natural that artists alien to the time 
and scene, and impressed perhaps uncon- 
sciously by the stage representations of 
the negro current for fifty years, ehoulé 
work into their sketches a bread touch of 
the comic, an element that was almost 
whcily lacking in the character of the real 
uvality negro+the genuine Plantation dar- 
Ky, Man or woman. It is tiatural, too, thet 
the illustratoc who seems to have had the 
most poDdular success (at the north) in re- 
producing the negro in black and -wiiie 
should have chosen for jiis type and model 
the lowest and least intelligent of the var- 
ious tribes of negrces to be found at ihe 
south—the Guinex negro, But let those who 
have pcssessed themselves of ‘‘Kemble’s 
Cocns,’’ compare the pictures with those of 
“Shedows on the Wall,” and they will at 
once perceive why certain southern writers 
have betrayed so Strong an affection for the 
pluntatlon negro. They will also perceive 
Why the people of the north have never, un- 
til new, had an opportunity to understand 
the secret of this literary affection, 

For in the pictures embodied in ‘“‘Snaduws 
en the Wall” the old plantatien types stand 
cut inore life-like and rea] than actual por- 
traiture could make them. They stand out 
with a vividness anda distinction that por- 
traits ¢f individuals could never rival. It 
is true that the artist painted from models, 
but into the teatures of each ure wrougn: 
the loving memories of the old days, the old 
romances, the old tra-liuiong, and the oid 
Here 10 be found the reiine- 
ment, the grace, the dignity, the benignity, 
the courtesy, the touch of condescension 
Which the gid-time quality negrces caught 
from Uneir masters ind mistresses. 

It should be said thai the studies of types 
in “Shadows on the Wall’ are reproduced 
from water color sketches and appear in 
piain black and W'nite. in this process they 
have undoublewy lost Bruch that the artist 
intended should go wjth them, the rich 
co.oring and the soft dexture; but even SO, 
eacn One, for What it ijatends and for what 
it purports to be, is a litthe masterpiece— 
harmonious, powerful and full ot poetical 
leeling. 

W'nat is most singular in this age of the 
money devil and his demons, these remark- 
able sketches were not painted for money, 
and the fact that they are embodied in this 
book, along with the modest verses whicn 
accompany them, may be aescribed as al- 
most an accident. A business man of New 
York, traveling througin the south in search 
of the picturesque, chanced to find himself 
in Huntsvile. There he theard of a lady 
who, with her sister, occupied an old :am- 
ily mansion and devoted herself to water 
color painting, finding her chief delig'ht in 
reproducing memories of the old pluntation 
life in the shape of portrait studies of ne- 
groes whose faces were familiar to the days 
of ther childhood. Ihe gentleman’s wife at 
once saw the beauty and value of the pic- 
tures as works of art pure and simple. She 
carried a selection of them to her northern 
home, and the resuit is this remarkable 
book—a volume, as it were, out of the past, 
rich with its tender memories and arousing 
indescribable feelings in the minds of one 
who is familiar with the life and time 
from which these wonderful portrait studies 
are caught and fixed with a felicity anda 
power that will perhaps appeal more ei'c- 
cessfully to the older generation than to the 
one which has risen since the war, 

To me there seems to be a story behind 
each picture, and a story is indeed hinted 
at in the tender little verses that face 
each painting—ilittle verses that flutter 
across the page as delicately and shy as the 
falling yellow leaves of the old mimosa that 
stood near a dear old lady’s window years 
and years ago, 

I hope, for the sake of the author, for 
the sake of old times, too, that this bodk 
will have a large sate. North or south no 
more acceptable holiday gift could be offer- 
ed to appreciative people. In the south the 
pictures will answer many a question that 
is asked by the youngsters of today about 
the old-time negroes. They will see at once 
why their fathers and mothers are lament- 
ing the extinction of those fine types of 
negro men and women reared on the old 
plantation, independent and yet loyal, for- 
ward and yet gentle, captious and yet af- 
fectionate, and carrying about with them 
a flavor of high breeding, the result of 
neither apishness nor senility. 

I cannot forbear quoting a little piece of 
verse which has no accompanying picture, 
and which needs none, for it is a picture 
in and of itself reaching from earth to 
the dim and far constepuligns that shine 
in evening skies. Close up your clashing 
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pianos, put .aside your screeching fiddles 


and your tinkling mandolins and listen to 
this: ; : 
“Par down the West stiil glows the light, 
Though elsewhere it is night; 
The fields are quiet as the stars, 
Save some one at the bars, 
Wihose full heart quivering to the brim

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THE TAX PROBLEM. 


From The Albany, Ga., Herald. 

We publish elsewhere in today’s Herald 
an article from Captain John A. Davis, 
president of the First National bank of this 
city, who attended by invitation of Gover- 
nor Candler a conference held in Atlanta on 
Monday to consider ways and means of 
averting the impending crisis in the finances 
of the state. The governor and the legisla- 
ture find themselves confronted by the 
problem of providing against an impending 
deficit of about $1,500,000 in the state treas- 
ury, and the purpose of Monday’s meeting 
in Atlanta was to consider the best plan to 
be adopted to either avert or meet it. Lead- 
ing members of the legislature and the 
financia] agents of the state were at this 
conference, and the consensus of opinion 
w1s that the only way to avert a crisis will 
be to cut down appropriations. 

It is now apparent that the appropriations 
that were made by the last legislature for 
public schools and pensions were largely in 
excess of the state’s resources, present or 
prospective, without increasing the rate of 
taxation beyond the limit of endurance upon 
the part of the people. The tax rate is al- 
ready higher than it has ever been before, 
and with cotton, the staple crop of the 
land owners of the state, bringing less than 
5 cents a pound in the market, the people 
are less able to pay it. 

The situation is just this: The appropria- 
tions must be cut or the taxes must be 
largely increased. Twist it and turn is at 
we may, there is no way of getting around 
the alternative of reducing the appropria- 
tions in .order to escape the necessity of 
increasing the tax rate, and when the cut- 
ting begins the knife will have to be applied 
first to the excessive appropriations that 
have been made for the public schools and 
the pensioning of the confederate soldiers. 
It cap be applied to nothing else with the 
effect of bringing the demands upon the 
treasury within the visible income of the 
state on the present property basis and tax 
rate. It may be painful to do it, but there 
appears to be no escape from it. It is a 
case of necessity, and the people of the 
state had as well make up their minds to be 
reconciled to it.

medicine. However, if you will print it, I 
will tell Mr. Three Em Space how to run 
a country newspaper.”’ 

“What does a member of the legislature 
know about running a country newspa- 
él ventured to ask. 

‘What do I know? = Well, I ought to 
knew something, having edited one for 
fifteen years, and as the people are still 
taking it, it must have been a good one.” 

“Well, what must I tell the country edi- 
tors?’ I asked. 

‘Tell them this,"’ said the representative, 
“To pay less attention to politics and 
more to developing the resourees of the 
country; to charge every politician full 
rates for advocating claims for office 
and make him pay his bill in advance. A 
defeated candidate is the poorest pay in 
the world. ‘Tell them to pay special at- 
tention to the typography, make-up and 
press work of their papers, so their sub- 
scribers can read what they have to say. 
Tell them to note the arrival of every vis- 
itor in their midst and herald the going 
and coming of their’ subscribers. Births, 
deaths and marriages should have special 
attention. Watch the crops carefully and 
give unstinted praise to the farmer who 
lives at home. raises all he eats and has 
something worth writing about. 

“Tf a new enterprise is started In your 
community give all details, as it is far 
more valuable than political gossip. If a 
subscriber improves his home, beautifies 
his house and erounds speak of it in your 
paper, as it will encourage others to follow 
his example. 

“Never dun a subscriber through the col- 
umns of your paper. Make your paper 
readable and when subscriptions are due 
present your bill as any other business 
man, for it fs your right. If you are 
poor, do not parade it to the pubjiic, as 
they care nothing about It. 

“Follow these suggestions and your sub- 
scription list will grow and naturally ad- 
vertisers will seek the columns of your 
paper to reach thrifty buyers. If you will 
do this you will not have so much time to 
advice the legislature to adjourn and come 
home.”’ 

Having finished his speech, the gentle- 
man from Wayback clapped his hat upon 
his head and withdrew.

Another View Presented. 

Editor Constitution—In the discussion of 
the tax question naw agitating the state, 
nearly every-~ public man seems to lay 
great stress on the amount of money to 
be raised in future jyears by the unearth- 
ing of hidden property now owned by 
the citizens of the state, and not returned 
for taxation 

While it is undeniably true that much 
property escapes taxation, the point for 
the legislature to coOnsider is whether the 
enactment of more ‘stringent laws on this 
subject will have the effect desired. 

Will not the average person stil] devise 
some means of avoiding the law and the 
payment of Lurdensome taxes on property 
the possessions of which is known to him 
only? If the history of legislation on these 
lines ShOWS anything it snows the futility 
of such legislation. From a practical 
standpoint, is it reasonable to expect in- 
vestors in bonds to pay taxes now 
levied? To illustrate: a party living in 
Augusta Owns We will say City of Atlanta 
bonds. These bonds now sell in the 
ket on a 3% basis. That is to say 
bond purchased at;the premium it 
mands and held to maturity will 
yield the holder 3%/ per cent, or $37.0 per 
annum per $1,000. Under the law, as it 
Stands today, the holder of such a bond, 
residing in Augusta, is Mable to the City 
of Augusta for 1.25 per cent and to the state 
of Georgia and county of Richmond 1.) 
per cent, so, supposing the bond is return- 
ed for taxation, the net income to the hold- 
er will be only 1.40) per cent, or $14.00 per 
annum per $1,000, a manifestly unfair in- 
come on such an investment. This same 
rule will apply to nearly all first-class 
municipal’ bonds, and, with slight varla- 
tion, tq first class railroad bonds. Outside 
of the eities, where the taxes are lower, 
it is true the holder of such a bond would 
receive a little higher rate per cent on his 
investment, but, in any event, the rate 
would be so low as to preclude ‘his secur- 
ing any fair return on his investment, if 
he returned the security for taxation. 
It’ will surely not! be contended by tlie 
legislature that our people ought not to 
own bonds of our cities, railroads, and 
other corporations, I do not believe any 
g00d citizen would occupy such a position. 
Eeverybody in the/|state cannot own real 
estate and nothing Lut real estate. Practi- 
cally, therefore, a| great deal of money 
has got to be invested in bonds of corpora- 
tions located in the state, or our people 
will be forced to go out of the state for 
their investments. If forced to do so by the 
collection of onerous taxes, the bondhold- 
er would send his money to one f the nu- 
merous trust companies doing business in 
other states and have them invest his 
funds. No taxation could reach such 
curities, and the effect would be to drive 
our capital from securities of home enter- 
prises into other sections, which it would 
develop. I rather imagine the present ef- 
forts of the state to collect taxes on the re- 
bentures of the Atlanta & West Point rail- 
road company will result in failure, and, 
if persisted in will cause the holders of 
this security to sell/ out and invest in secu- 
rities out of this state, thus depriving our 
citizens of a safe investment, and yet the 
state will receive no benefit. 

The solution of this question fs, as you 
have so forcibly demonstrated, in the re- 
duction of the school and pension funds, 
and the legislature must be aware that 
this'fis true. However. the ordinary mem- 
Ler of that bodv wishes to retain his of- 
fice, and he beli@éves to advocate this 
course would cost him his position at the 
next election. If this be true, verily he is 
in an awkward predicament. If he votes 
for the reduction'of the school and pen- 
sion funds he loses his position; if he 
does not. ‘he bankrupts the state. Which 
will he do? Respectfully,

To Issue Scrip. 

E¢itor Constitutign—Muchn has been said 
and is still beinz said by you and others 
touching the necessity for cutting appro- 
priations, and thus r¢ ducing state taxes, 
and it has been foreefully and pointedly 
said: and I can but believe that those who 
eav there must be a cut of the school and 
pension funds say sp reluctantly. For there 
be very few, if any of our citizens, who 
want to see our edircational facilities weak- 
ened and fettered ty unwise parsimony on 
the part of-our legiglaters, ncr do they wish 
to see confederate pensions cut short in 
meritorious cases. | Yet the state musi be 
just to its children in the mat- 
ter of educating them, and to its 
needy confederate soldiers, and the widows 
of needy confederate scldiers. In the mat- 
ter of educating the children of the state, 
‘our Jegislators have a guide for their action 
which is to be found in the state constitu- 
tion, section 1, paragraph 1, article 8, which 
reads thus: “There shall be a thorough 
system of common schools for the educa- 
tion of children in the elementary branches 
of an English educaticn, only, as nearly 
unifurm as practicable, the expenses 0 
which shall be provided by taxation oF 
othecwise. The sch cls shal! be tree to all 
children of the state, but separate schools 
shall be provided for the white and colored 
races.’ This section is mandatory—abso- 
lutely so—but leaves optional with the legis- 
lature the method of providing for the ex- 
penses of the system. It must be done, but 
rray be by taxation or otherwise, Thus the 
alternative is given the state to provide by 
taxation. or in some other way, to meet and 
pay the necesSary expenses of the system. 
The state is sovereign <s to all its local 
affairs. It is its right, as well as its duty, 
to educate its children and thus prepare 
them for useful and intelligent citizenship. 
And, if in the judgment of its people, heavy 
taxation to that end at this particular junc- 
ture, when cottcen {fs so low in price, and 
property so gréatly depreciated, would be 
seriously impolitic, why may they not meet 
the emergeney by reducing the appropria- 
tion—say one-half or three-fourths, if neces- 
sary, ond-meet the deficit thus created in 
the present appropriation, otherwise; thus 
not reducing the amount to go to the com- 
mon schools at all. For the one-half, or 
other amount thus) cut off urder this plan, 
let the state issue fits scrip to the teachers 
and agree to receive it in payment of all 
taxes in the state. Let this serip run for 
three years, drawing no interest, but be se- 
cured by state securities, or funds, or other 
property owned by the state, and deposited 
with the treasurer of the state as @ special 
fund, to be held and set apart for the re- 
demption of this scrip at the end of the 
three years, when iit would be canceled hy 
payment in current gold or silver, or their 
equivalent. This scrip would, by virtue of 
its tax-paying capacity, and its perfect 
credit, by reason of the deposit set apart 
in the treasury to mect it, be gledly recety- 
ed by the teachers, and become a valuable 
and much needed addition to our currency 
now in circulaticn, which is unpleasanily 
scarce. Thus the state would bridge over 
the vawning chasm. If the idea here sug- 
gested can be utilized by cur able governor 
and our intel'igent and earnest legislators, 
who douttless wish to do their whole duty 
to the people they! now represent, we shall 
all rejoice that the common schools have 
been kept up at their present high grade of 
usefulness and general benefit to the people, 
without at this time incre2sing the rate o?” 
taxation, but, in fact, diminishing it very 
matcericlly. If I am right in this view, 
three advantages will result from it. First, 
it will enable the state to meet its matur- 
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ing debt in July next; sccond, the common 
scheols will be fully provided for and kept 
efficient; third, it secures the much needed 
reduction in the tax rete until times may 
be better, when no further increase of the 
rate wil] be needed, 

In corcluding, fet me say, it may be ob- 
jected that the constitution of the United 
States forbids the issue by the individual 
States of “bills of credit.’ This is true, 
but the United States supreme court has 
decided that such an issue as is here con- 
templated, and provided for as herein sug- 
Rested, dces not fall within the inhibition 
touching “bills of credit.”” Our own su- 
preme court has followed this decision in 
Scveral cases. “Bills of credit’? as shown 
by these decisions are within the constitu- 
tienal inhibition only where they are issued 
by a state on itS general credit, without 
a fund set apart to meet and pay them. If 
there be nothing in my proposed scheme to 
relieve the present situation, excuse it as 
only indicating the very earnest aesire of 
the writer to preserve the common schools 
intact and unharmed, if in any legitimate 
Way whatever, this can be aone.

It the state really wants a college educa- 
tion given to her youth bad pct | tO ap- 
propriate $40,000 a year to jw of them, 
surely che ought to accept the offer of 
kLmory and Mercer to educate about 300 of 
them, without charging them for the 
‘’o the legislature I would say, 
if you must cut expenses, do not begin with 
the public schoo! fund. lf you can do no 
better. stup the university for several years 
turn the students over, to Mercer and 
kKmory, set them free to do their work, 
and then when able to do both, start up 
the university again. Or, if you do not 
wish to stop the university, make her self- 
supporting by charging tuitjon for tnose 
who want the -ornamental “touches they 
receive at that institution. To those who 
are manifesting such zeal for the higher 
educational privileges, and surely they have 
no other motive in building up the state 
university than that of furnishing educa- 
tion privileges to the youth of the state, [ 
would say, untie the hands of Emory and 
Mercer, and set them free to help you ex- 
tend these privileges.

Do Not Restrict the Schools 


Editor Constitution—I cannot conceive of 
anything that would be more hurtful to the 
educational interests of the people than for 
the legislature to pass a law restricting the 
public schools of Georgia to the teaching of 
the branches only, which are named in the 
schoo] law. All of the country schools are 
obliged to be publie schools, therefore such 
a law would simply mean that al] children 
in the eountrv must do without a knowledge 
of Latin and Greek and higher mathe- 
matics. 

All along in the past the state school] com- 
missioners have ruled that all pupils de- 
voting one-half of the time to the public 
school brunches would be entitled to their 
pro rata share of the public school fund, 
and it should be allowed to remain so. For 
heaven's sake don’t destroy the opportunity 
of ambitious boys and girls to gain a knowl- 
edge of branches outside of the public 
schqol curriculum. I do not object to 
making the pupil pay for it all, but dan’t 
say the schools shall not teach other 
branches.

The Gold Mines of Georgia. 

Editor Constitution—I have recently paid 
a visit to some of the leading gold mines 
of this (White) county. I am so well 
pleased with what I saw that I desire to 
let vour readers know what is being done 
here. 

One of the most interesting mines is the 
Jonah. which is being worked by Mr. W. 
H. Hoffman, of Detroit. He has demon- 
strated bevond a doubt that money can 
be made out of the mines. He came here 
about fifteen months ago. having heard 
much of the gold mines of White. After 
a systematic and searching investigation 
he reached the conclusion that mining 
would pay. His observations led him to 
believe that nearly every failure could be 
attributed €o mismanagement and the in- 
ability of the miners to save the gold 
which the ore was known to contain. 

Mr. Hoffman believed he could solve these 
problems, and to carry out his theory he 
purchased a mine which was in the hands 
of a receiver. His first work was to re- 
model the plant and put in operation all 
the modern appliances for working ana 
caving the gold. He is now using steam 
hoists and dfills. electric lights. electric 
shaft and engine, signals, ete. The cost 
of mining has been reduced to che mint- 
mum. The mill is not the common stamp 
mill. but is a combined roller and crusher, 
doing more and better work than stamps 
can do. The arrangement for saving the 
gold is also on a different plan. 

The results attained are entirely satis- 
factory. Mr. Hoffman has succeeded be- 
vond the expectations of his most san- 
guine friends. 

The effect of his operations will_be far- 
reaching and a great help to the mining 
interests of chis section. 

Mr. CC. «. Jones, of the Glen Comyn, ts 
driving ahead with Wis usual vim and is 
wel] satisfied with his piant. Thera are 
other mines in various stages of develop- 
ment. The English syndicate in charge 
of the Hamby is doing a vast amount of 
preparatory work sinking shafts an@ d4riy- 
ing tunnels. They propdse to sink on the 
vein five hundred feet. The main shaft is 
naw 125 feet deep and the vein proves 
larger and better as the work progresses. 
This mine will no doubt pay a handsome 
dividend. 

Altogether the outlook is exceedingly 
favorable. They day@is near when the 
golden harvest from the White county 
mines will prove this to be one of the best 
mining sections in the union.

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HOUSE MEETS 
AND DON'T MEET

Starts a Session After the Usual 
Order of Business, 


LISTENS TORURRICANE DEBATE 


Then Falls To Find a Quorum and Is 
Parllamentarlally Lost, 


ALL OVER THE COPELAN® ORDINANCE 


It Comes Up on a Motion To Recon- 
spider, but Gets Adrift and No One 
Is Able To Rescue It. 

An Opera Bouffe 
Session. 


The aenate did not meet yesterday and 
the meeting of the house will never figure 
much in Georgia history. One of the live- 
liest parliamentary scraps whicna the legis- 
@ature has yet furnished occurred in the 
house when it was discovered that there 


were not enough members present to consti-. 


tute a quorum for the transaction of busi- 
ness. At the regular hour Speaker Little 
called the house to order, but there were 
many seats vacant at the time, cue to the 
fact that several members were absent cn 
especial committees visiting the differcnt in- 
stitutions of the state, While others were 
absent by permission of the house for di- 
vers reasons. Before the house adjourned 
least Friday it was first ascertained that 
by subtracting the number of members thus 
absent from the total membership of the 
house there would stil] be left enough mem- 
bers present to constitute a quorum for the 


transaction of business on Saturday, tut 
this calculation failed to work. 

Both the chaplain and the chaplain pro 
tem. were absent from fhe session yester- 
day, and prayer was offered by Mr. Bryan, 
of Floyd, one of the members of ibe heuse. 
On motion the call of the roll was dispensed 
with and the journal of Friday’s session 
was next read and confirmed. Mr. Moore, 
of Carroll, next took the floor and moved 
to reconsider the bill of Mr. Copeland, of 
Waiker, to prevent creditors from trans- 
ferring claims to parties outside of this 
state for the purpose of neutralizing the 
effect of the garnishment laws. Mr. Moore 
first asked that his motion to reconsider be 
made the special order for next Friday im- 
mediately after the journal was disposed of, 
but Mr. Copeland objected to this request. 
Mr. Moore thereupon proceeded to argue 
that the bill will cause infinite trouble in 
the state, and that it would result in dam- 
aging the parties whom it sought to benefit. 

hes for the Bill. 

Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, che chairman of the 
special judiciary committee which had fa- 
vorably reported the bill, opposed the mo- 
tion to reconsider and was strongly second- 
ed by the introducer ofthe bill, Mr. Cope- 
land. Those who favored the motion to 
recorsider were Messrs. Harrison, of Quit- 
man; McLaughiin, of Meriwether, and Ta- 
tum, of Dade. In further support of his 
motion to reconsider, Mr. Copeland stated 
if such action were taken by the house 
amendments would be prepared for the pur- 
pose of overcoming any objection to the 
bill. Argument had proceeded pro and 
con on the motion of Mr. Moore to recon- 
sider the bill when Mr. Hardwick, of Wash- 
ington, called for the previous question. 

This call was sustained and the main 
question was then ordered. On the motion 
to reconsider the bill Mr. Tatum called for 
the yeas and nays. When this call was 
put to the house it was found that more 
than one-fifth of those voting were in fa- 
vor of calling tne yeas and nays, but Mr. 
Ellis, of Bibb, made the point that those 
voting did not constitute a quorum of the 
house. Thereupon Mr. Slaton, who was in 
the speaker's chair’ ordered that the point 
was well taken and requested the mem- 
bers present to vote either pro or con on the 
ca.l for the yeas and nays. Another count 
likewise revealed the lack of a quorum in 
the house, whereupon Mr. Slaton directed 
the clerk to proceed with the call of the 
roll to ascertain Whether a quorum was 
present or not. While the clerk was thus 
engaged in calling the roll Mr. Bel, of For- 
syth, moved to @djourn, but Mr. Slaton 
ruled that the motion was out of order, 
since the previous question had been or- 
dered by the house, 


A Mix-Up All Around. 


When the clerk had proceeded some dis- 
tance down the roll it became evident 
from the ominous failure of members to 
respond to their names that there was act- 
ually not a quorum present. At this crisis 
Mr. Hardwick, of Washington, withdrew 
his call for the previous question, where- 
upon Mr. Bell, of Forsyth, renewed his mo- 
tion to adjourn which was then put to the 
house and carried. By the adjournment of 
the house Mr. Moore, of Carroll, loses his 
case. Under the rules of the house, motions 
to reconsider must be made on the day im- 
mediately following the action of the house 
upon the measure to be reconsidered. Of 
course this applies to the next legislative 
day and not to the next calendar day, but 
still, by reason of the fact that the legisia- 
ture met yesterday and failed to take any 
action in the matter, Mr. Moore is estopped 
from bringing the matter up again. 

The objection cannot be raised that there 
was not a quorum present. The house by 
its action dispensed with the roil call, but 
this fact in itself creates the supposition 
that a quorum was present. Altogether 
the affair constitutes one of the most in- 
teresting episodes in the session of the pres- 
ent legislature.

Everything at Fort McPherson is in readi- 
ness for the reception of a large number 
of patients, only. half of the wards in the 
old hospitals being occupied, and with the 
completion of the new pavilion: hospitals, 
each capable of accommodating forty pa- 
tients, Major Taylor will be re jfy to care 
for as many as 800 soldiers at a time. 

The morning report yester jay showed 
that there are now only 200 pa ients in the 
wards, and of this number on’, a very few 
are dangerously ill. The force of nupfses 
and hospital corps men has not been de- 
creased, and on that accour., as,it is be- 
lieved the surgeon general will order all 
the patients in the temp rary hospitals 
with the two army corps n this state to 
Fort McPherson as soon as the pavilion 
hospitals have been completed. 

Of the new hospitals four of them have 
been finished, but will not be carpeted 
and furnished until there is immediate use 
for them. 

Dr. Rupert Norton, one of the acting as- 
sistant surgeons at Fort McPherson, nas 
been given a leave of thirty days to return 
to his home, at the expiration of which 
time he is ordered to report to the com- 
manding surgeon at Santiago, Cuba, While 
at Fort McPherson Dr. Norton has made 
a reputation for himself by his experiments 
on the line of bacteriology, which have 
been of great use to the surgeons in the 
treatment of typhoid fever. 


PROPERTY IS NEARLY SOLD. 


Captain Williams Is Busy Selling Sup- 
plies Purchased by Colonel 
Gardener. 


Captain Williams, quartermaster of the 
brigade that was ordered to this city, has 
been busy for the past two.days disposing 
of the property purchased by Colonel 
Gardener for the erection of camp sites, in 
pursuance of orders receiyed from the bri- 
gade commander. 

A large part of the lumber that was to 
be used at Piedmont park has been turned 
over by Captain Williams to Colonel Simp- 
son, of the department of the gulf, who can 
put it to use in the erection of the pavilion 
hospitals at Fort McPherson. A number of 
stoves purchased by Colonel Simpson for 
the use of the Second Georgia regiment 
and finally turned over to Colonel Gardener 
for the use of his brigade, have been taken 
in charge by Colonel Simpson and the stoves 
will probably be sent to Macon or Augusta, 
where they are needed by the troops camp- 
ed at those places. 

Captain Williams ‘expects to finish the 
work of disposing of the governimnent prop- 
erty in the course of the next few days 
when he is ordered to report to his brigade 
commander at Camp Poland.

ATLANTA'S FORTHCOMING JUBILEE 
in celebration of the victory of American 
arms is attracting the attention of the en- 
tire country.

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Wood Mantels Are in Favor. 
From The New York Sun. 

Mantels nowadays are almost exclusively 
made of wood. Marble is used oceasionally, 
but only for the most costly of all mantels, 
costing perhaps thousands of dollars. Tne 
marble mantel] of the kind so familiar years 
ago is no longer made and sometimes mar- 
ble mantels of fine quality that cost from 
$200 to $300 are taken out to be replaced 
with mantels of wood costing perhaps $100. 
Siate mantels, so widely and commonly us- 
ed a few years ago, Are now rarely set up. 
They also have given place to wood. 

Wood mantels may easily be costly. They 
are made in hundreds of different styles and 
at all sorts of prices, from $1,000 down to 
a few dollars. Many of them are veautiful, 
not a few of them are of great beauty, and 
even the cheapest may be tasteful and 
graceful in design and finish. There never 
was a time when so much art and skill 
went into wood mantels as now. 

The woods used include mahogany, curly 
birch, quartered oak and other hard woods, 
white wood and pine. Perhaps more are 
made of white wood than of any other one 
materia]. The various woods are finished in 
great variety. The oaks, for instance, are 
stained in seventy or eighty different 
shades, to match, if it s@iould be desired, 
any furniture. Many mantels are painted 
and enameled. In the fireplace fittings of 
the more costly mantels it is not unusual 
to find marbie or onyx matching the wood 
in color, with the result of producing a 
beautiful harmony in effect. 

In styles wood mantels are made in colo- 
nial, Elizabethan, empire. classical, ren- 
aissance, and other styles, colonial being 
now most in demand. Some colonial mantels 
are copies of mantels in old and perhaps 
familar houses. While mantels in hundreds 
of styles are to be found already designed, 
many are made to order from architecgs’ 
designs for single houses. It is not. unusual 
to make mantels to order to match furni- 
ture; it might be thag a mantel would be 
made to match a bureau or dining room 
table. New styies of mantels are constantly 
being added to the great number regularly 
produced 

The more costly wood mantels may be 
massive in proportions and of fine woods 
and elaborately hand carved, or if not of 
great size they may be of fine woods and 
elaborate in detail of construction and fin- 
ish; but beautiful mantels can be bought 
for less than $100 of fine woods and of 
imposing proportions if that is desired. It 
is probable that the large majority of the 

in natural woods now set up in 
cost less than $100, perhaps, con- 
less: handsome mantels can .be 
bought, indeed, for much less. 

Tile mantels are made in a variety of 
styles, such mantels and fireplaces being set 
when used principally in halls and libraries: 
occasionally a tile mantel is placed in a 
dining room.

prise that studying aloud is permitted. 
Think of commiting to memory 214 ele- 
mentary characters! These characters 
take the place of our alphabet, for the 
Chinese language has no alphabet. 

That is what the Chinese boys and girls 
must do; and that is only the beginning 
of trouble, for these characters are grouped 
together to form words, of which there 
are more than 50,000 in the Mongolian lan- 
gKlage. Moreover, some of these words 
have forty different meanings, the signifi- 
cance of a word varying With its inflection. 
Another peculiarity of the Chinese written 
language is that the beginning of the book 
corresponds to the end of one of ours, so 
that the pupil appears to us to begin at 
the end of the last line on the last 
page, and to be reading backward. 

In studying arithmetic, Chinese pupils 
use the abacus, or counting apparatus, a 
frame strung with wires on which are 
gayly-colored balls, such as we see in the 
primary schools in our country, and which 
we have copied from the Chinese. 

They do not-study geography, ‘for the 
reason that the Chinese think there is no 
country besides their own that is of any 
importance. On their maps, China ts rep-

They do not sit 
upon the floor, as ig commonly supposed, 
for although they have no school furni- 
ture such as is used in this country, they 
are proviled with common chairs, upon 
which they s‘t while studying.

Long before reaching the schoolroom, 


resented as occupying the greater part of 
the earth: other countries being grouped 
around the Middle Kingdom—as the Chi- 
nese are accustomed to speak of their 
country~and made to appear as insignifi- 
cant as possible. 

Girls and boys dress exactly alike, ex- 
cept that the boys wear their hair in a 
pigtail while the girls have a funny little 
wisp on the top of their heads. In some 
parts of China it is very cold, and as the 
houses are not warmed like ours in winter, 
the children--and grown people, too—keep 
comfortable by putting on one dress over 
another till they are so bundled up that 
they can scarcely move. Possibly this 
may seem a very uncomfortable way of 
keening comfortable, but the Chinese little 
folks aré not given: to complaining.

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KAISER’S CHANGE 
CAUSES COMMENT 


Abandonment of Visit to Spain Leads To 
No Little Speculation. 


REASON GIVEN DON’T SATISFY 


Health of Empress Is Not Believei To 
Be the Real Explanation. 


THE REICHSTAG = MUST OPEN EARLY 


Emperor William Will Attend in Per- 
s0n and the Session Will Be an 
Important One. 


Berlin, November 19.—Emperor William's 
éudden abandonment or his intention to 
visit Spanish ports on this return to Ger- 
many and his determinatich to go home by 
Way of the Adriatic sea, landing at Pola 
and taking the train there for Potsdam, via 
Innsbruck, has given rise to considerable 
Speculation as to the real motive of his 
Change of programme. 

The official] explanation giving the health 
of the empress as the sole reason for his 
Majesty's rapid return is only partially ac- 
cepted here, thovih it is well Known that 
the empress suffers severely from sea sick- 
ness and dreaded the across the 
Bay of Biscay, especially in view of the 
change in temperature and the prospects 
of stormy weather. 

The impression among leading politicians, 
however, is that the state of home politics 
and the inappropriateness of his proposed 
visit to Spain at the present juncture 
mainly influenced the emperor’s decision. 
The imperial chanceilor, Prince Hohenlohe, 
represented to his majesty the necessity 
for an early opening of the reichstag in 
view of the mass of work that body has to 
get through with, and suggested November 
With or December list for the opening cere- 
monies. Emperor William, who intends to 
open the session in person, thereupon de- 
oeided to return directly. The ministers 
have all returned suddenly to Berlin and 
the greatest activity is observable in polit- 
ical circles,

sions of the reichstag extremely lively. 

It is suggested im some quarters that 
Emperor William’s roundabout detour from 
Pola to Potsdam by way of Innsbruck, 
capita] of the Austrian Tyrol, was dictated 
by a plan which, since the assassination of 
the empress of Austria and the discovery 
of a plot against the emperor's life at 
Alexandria, Egypt, thas governed his ma- 
Jesty’s movements—namely, complete secre- 
cy as to the time of his departure from 
any place and the exact route to be kept 
secret until the last moment.

Guring the past week has been the Lippe- 
Detmold case. The verbatim publication 
of the documents which first appeared in a 
Vienna paper and which were afterwards 
copied by the entire German press, enabled 
the nation generally to form an intelligent 
idea of the whole matter, and since, in the 
continued absence of the emperor, the 
government has deemed it best to keep si- 
lence, the comments of the newspapers have 
been both varied and interesting. In the 
verbatim reprint the regent’s original let- 
ter of complaint is shown to have been 
couched in very respectful, calm language, 
and apparently the emperor had no reason 
whatever to reply by the curt, insulting tel- 
egram forbidding the regent ever to ad- 
dress thim in a similar manner again. The 
circular letter sent by the regent to the 
reigning princess also set forth his grounds 
for complaint in a very dignified manner. 
None of the answers received to the cir- 
cular letter have thus far been divulged, 
but it is said in diplomatic circles that 
several of the replies received by the regent 
are conciliatory and sympathetic, especial- 
ly one from the prince regent of Bavaria, 
While the replies of the king of Saxony 
and the grand duke of Baden counseled 
moderation. It is understood all the replies 
qf the princess will ba published later. 

gccording to reports from those who are 

ear to the emperor, his majesty has late- 
F changed his opinion of the whole case 
end now regrets treating the regent of 
Lippe-Detmold so haughtily end allowing 
fhe case to co as far as it has and be- 
coming a national scandal. It is too late 
now, however, to stop the matter and tho 
bundesrath will take up the case at an 
early opportunity. It must deal with two 
points—the regent’s formal complaint 
against the emperor and the protest of the 
emperor’s brother-in-law, Prince Adolph of 
Schaumburg-Lippe, against the diet’s 
adoption of the law of succession which 
declared the regent’s lawful issue entitled 
to succeed to the throne of Lippe. This 
protest is held to be purely of a vexatious

Papers All Against the Emperor. 

Practically the entire German press sides 
with the regent. A leading centr‘ist organ, 
the Cologne Volkes Zeltung, says: 

“Emperor William was badly advised 
when he sent the dispatch to the regent, 
and what happened subsequently is not 
approved by public opinion. What hap- 
pens to the regent of Httle Lippe today 
may tomorrow happen to the prince regent 
of Bavaria, or the kines of Saxony and 
Wurtemburg. A very Mstinct declaration 
was made at Moscow at the time of the 
ezar’s coronation by Prinee Luis of Bava- 
ria, that the German prices are not vas- 
sals, but allies of the emperor. It is the 
interest of the nation that they remain 
so. 

A leading Bavarian journal, the Augue- 
burg Abend Zeitung, declares that few per- 
sons in the German empire side with the 
emperor in this matter, which will doubt- 
less be discussed in the reichstag. 

The wholesale expulsions from northern 
Schleswig, Silesia and Posen are in conso- 
nance with the resolution of the imperial 
chancellor last summer. The Austrian 
government has thus far not protested 
against the expulsions of Austrians from 
Silesia and Posen, but the Danish govern- 
ment has, although no reply of any kind 
has heen made of its remonstrances. The 
Danish press has taken up the matter and 
is urging the Danes to stop buying Ger- 
man goods. The Prussian government, 
nevertheless, intends to continue the exe 
pulsion for national reasons. 

The trial of a French spy, Isidor Decog, 
for betraying important military secrets ta 
France, has opened before the imperial 
court at Leipzig today. Decoq’s accom- 
plices have not been traced, Lut the evi- 
dence points to German army men heing 
inculpated. The spy was sentenced to six 
years’ imprisonment, to ten years’ loss ef 
civil rights and to police supervision. The 
public prosecutor said: 

“Decoq was an agent of the French in- 
tellizgence department.” 

Germany has made a great stride toward 
the realization of the projected explnita- 
tion of Shan Tung by the amalgamation 
of all the small companies interested there- 
in. The first undertaking of the amal- 
gamated company wili be the construc- 
tion of a railroad to the Tsin Afl, for 
which 70,000,000 marks has been subscribed. 
Another large amount will be collected to 
exploit coal mines and other industrial en- 
terprises,

“ABDIGATE THRONE? 


Romer Current in London That She Will 
Quit Madrid for Good. 


DON CARLOS WILL SUCCEED 


Programme Calls for the Pretender To 
Give Way to His Son, Don Jaime. 


ARMY AND CLERGY READY FOR CHANGE 


Filipinos in Europe Are Closely Watch- 
ing the Progress of the Peace 
Commissioners in Paris. 


London, November 19.—A curious repor 
in regard to Spain’s future government 
is current in diplomatic circles, which, 
from its source, is entitled to weight. It 
is that there will be a change of dynasty; 
but a peaceful change. 

The queen regent*is said to be convinced 
of the hopelessness of her son ever reign- 
iny and nas, upon the advice of the em- 
peror of Austria, decided, soon after the 
peace treaty is signed at Paris—and every 
one now regards this as only a question 
of days—to quit Spain with her family, 
and Don Carlos will be proclaimed king. 
Everything is reported to be already ar- 
ranged and the army and clergy are al- 
leged to be eager for the change. 

According to the programme Don Carlos, 
so soon as things are running smoothly, 
will abdicate in favor of his son, Don 
Jaime. 

There is much agitation among the Fil!- 
pino representatives in Europe over the 
Philippine situation. Agoncillo, the repre- 
sentative of Aguinaldo, who has been in 
Paris watching. the proceedings of the 
peace commissions, starts for Washington. 
It is learned that on Wednesday last he 
called a meeting of all the Filipinos in 
Paris and London to meet him in Paris, 
when a committee was formed with the 
object of doing everything possible to in- 
duce France to recognize the so-called Fill- 
pino republic. A telegram was sent to 
Aguinaldo asking for instructions, and the 
following reply is said to have been re- 
ceived: 

“Insist upon absolute § independence. 
Otherwise fight to the death. We are all 
united and the government is progressing 
smoothly. All the independent tribes of 
the mountains are submitting to Aguinaldo 
and the chiefs are bringing in presents of 
gold.”’ 

The statements made by General Wesley 
Merritt in reply to the appeal of the Fili- 
pino junta of Hong Kong to the American 
people have caused indignation among the 
Filipinos. They are specially incensed at 
the suggestion that they would loot and 
at the idea of being governed as a col- 
ony. - 

The Filipinos of Paris are sending a dis- 
patch to President McKinley protesting 
against the assertions suade. 

The Liberal’s cartoonist pictures Mr. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain, secretary of state for 
the colonies, bestride a galloping 
lion, and catching up to other patriotic 
orators with the remark: 

“I must hurry up with my lion; I ama 
little late.’’ 


Only Compliments for Americans. 

In fulfillment of this sentiment the colo- 
nial secretary has made three speeches, 
handling ¢he whole field of Great Britain’s 
foreign and domestic policies in his cus- 
tomary ungloved and breezy fashion, which 
has brought upon his head a storm of an- 
€ry retort. from continental politicians. 
Their orgars remark that no Englishman 
speaks buwudays without throwing compli- 
menis at the United States, and one paper 
charges Mr. Chamberlain with becoming 
remarkably bold ‘‘since Great Britain has 
induced America to promise to fight her 
batties,’’ t. which THe Spectator replies: 

“We trust the American public will clear- 
ly understane that we are not seeking a 
hard and fast political alliance. We do 
no desire to go beyond the acknowledg- 
mient that if We or the United States get 
Gur Vacks to the wail. che other Angio- 
Pakcn will be at his side.”’ 

The Engiish newspapers are unable to 
find anything but good in the trend of at- 
fairs of the United States. They even dis- 
cuss the Dingley bill in a ilriendly tone, 
The Statist tinding in the acquisition of 
colonial territory the hope of a relaxation 
of tae thigh tariff in the United States 
themselves. It observes that it would be a 
Startling anomaly if the DVingley tariff was 
Maintained in all its prohibiuuveness in the 
United States while the new possessions 
were Open to the trade of the worid. 

The czar has given new proofs of his de- 
termination to rule the Russian empire over 
the heads of official dominion, which 
strengthens the belief that the peace proe- 
lamation was tne enforcement of his per- 
sonal will. 

Persistent rumors have reached the Rus- 
Blan capital for months past of crop fail- 
ures throughout European Russia and the 
czar’s inquiries on the subject ‘have elicit- 
ed stereotyped reports that the suffering 
is exaggerated. The ministers bcing too 
absorbed with diplomacy to interest them- 
selves in the famine, the czar sent the min- 
ister of the interior on a tour and he con- 
ferred with the local officers, who threw 
dist in ris eyes. The czar has now com- 
missioned two of his persona] adjutants 
to learr. the facts and report upon the ef- 
ficiency of the local officials, They have 
been instructed to deal directly with the 
people and to ignore all officials. The Rus- 
sian press rejoices at this and declares that 
bureaucracy is panic stricken at seeing its 
control threatened. 


Only a Few French Kickers Now. 

The French appear to be satiated with 
agitation and as willing to accept whatever 
judgment the court of cassation will render 
la the Dreyfus case. Only a few of the 
demagogues who achieved notoriety by 
identifying themselves with the affair keep 
up their furious denunciation of their an- 
tagonist 

The prosecution of M, Urbain Gohler for 
his publishing the book entitled ‘““Mhe Army 
Against the Nation’’ promises to have sen- 
sational effects upon presidential aspira- 
tions. One of the chief counts in the in- 
dictment of the army is the mismanage- 
ment of the Madagascar expedition result- 
ing in the waste of lives and money. M. 
Dupuy, the premier, who was the instigator 
of the prosecution, has his eye on the 
Elysee palace. M. Faure and M. Cavaignac 
are barriers to his ambition and M. Dupuy 
is credited with the sinister motive of ex- 
huming the scandal in order to fix their re- 
sponsibility. ; 

Sir Jonn Bridge, the chief police magis- 
trate for London, boldly gave a judicial rat- 
ification of old-fashioned British sporting 
standards in committing for trial the offi- 
cials of the National Sporting Club, who 
were concerned in the fight in which Thom- 
as Turner was fatally injured. The magis- 
trate declared that tt would be a great mis- 
fortune if giove contests were decided to 
be illegal. He said it Was necesgéary and 
laudable for youths to become boxing ex- 
perts, but, he added, he was compelled to 
declare the fight illegal, because the con- 
test was for money. 

The earl of Stratford, who, it is said, is 
to marry Mrs. Samuel J. Colgate. of New 
York, is a passenger on board the White 
Star line steamer Teutonic, which sailed 
from Liverpool for New York on November

MUNICIPAL FIREMEN DISBAND. 


Alarming Increase of Crime Is Report- 
ed in the Havana Suburbs. 

Havana, November 19.—The battalion of 
municipal firemen, which formed part of the 
reserve of the Spanish army and which 
served during the entire thgee years’ cam- 
paign, has been dissolved and ceased to 
exist as a military organization, 

The Havana @hamber of commerce has 
cabled to the minister of state at Madrid 
for authority to establish a Spanish cham- 
ber of commerce after the evacuation of the 
island by the Spaniards, the Spanish cham- 
ber to be presided over by the Spanish con- 
sul. 

The police reports show an alarming in- 
creese of crime in this city and the local 
newspapers report report twenty to thirty 
hold-ups in broad daylight daily. Organized 
gangs of thugs and footpads terrorize the 
neighborhoods on the outskirts of the town. 
The police are doing their utmost to sup- 
press this lawlessness, but they are hana- 
capped by the recent disbandment of the 
orden publico. 


SANGUILLY: NOW IN NEW YORK. 


One of the Cuban Commissioners to the 
United States Has Arrived. 


Washington, November 19.—Colonel San- _ 


guilly, of the commission recently chosen 
by the Cuban assembly to come to Wash- 
ington to confer with the authorities here 
as tu the future of the island, arrived to- 
dav and after a call on Mr. Quesada, the 
Cuhan charge d’affaires, went on to New 
York. 

General Garcia, president of the com- 
mission, and the remaining members are 
en route to New York and on their arrival 
Monday will be joined by Mr. Sangulilly. 

During his short stop here he said the 
recent meéting of th Cuban assembly at 
Santa Cruz del Sur had been a marked 
success, the members being: thcroughly 
representative of the Cubans. He informed 
Mr. Quesada that the spirit and animation 
maintained by the men was woncaerful and 
the appointment of the commission was 
in entire sympathy and friendliness with 
the plans of the United States, as he felt 
this country could be trusted to shape 
the affairs of the island in the interests 
of the Cubans. 

Mr. Sanguilly’ said the commissioners 
observed the same good feeling, where they 
stopped on their way here, although it 
was noticenble there that the Spaniards 
were inciting the Cubans to distrust the 
United States. 

The commission probably will come. to 
Washington next week to lay their views 
before the authorities and tender the co- 
operation of the Cuban assembly.

“To the American Press: Until now I 
have not given proof to substantiate my 
claim that we women, espectally Wwe Ameri- 
can women, made the peace between Spain 
and our country. I promised to do so atter 
the treaty of peace was signed, but. have 
concluded to give it out now. The facts are 
these: 

“T reached Madrid as delegate of the 
Woman's International League for Peace, 
and bearing the list of names and resolu- 
tions for her majesty, the queen of Spain, 
on July 2d. I at once began visiting and 
conferring with prominent officials. On the 
23d, ‘his excellency, the minister of foreign 
affairs, the Duke Almodovar de Rio, re- 
quested me to put in writing the matter I 
desired to convey to him, I did so and Sent 
it to him on the 25th. On that day or the 
following, 1 judged from the newspaper re- 
port, the queen's cabinet (of which the 
duke is a member) discussed this communl- 
cation at their meeting and that day (6th) 
Spain sued for peace. The next day, the 
27th, | was hurried out of Madrid, fearing 
riot against me, when it should become 
known Spain had made overtures to peace. 
It was feared the Carlists and Spanish 
jingoes might make trouble then and they 
had already begun to. look for me. The 
afternoon of the day I left 1 received @ 
courteous note from the Duke Almodo- 
var de Rio, minister of foreign affairs, in 
which he says: ‘Your letter of yesterday 
has received my fullest attention with pref- 
erence to my other pressing business.’ 

Her Journey Is Praised. 

“He praised the high motive inspiring 
my journey to Spain; he says again: “The 
generosity and energy which prompted you 
to make this long excursion to a strange 
land for the sake of peace, united to your 
intense patriotism and your love of Spain,’ 
etc. Continuing, he says his ‘most ardent 
personal desire is to see the speedy termi- 
nation of this conflict,’ and that he desires 
for Cuba ‘a system of government in har- 
mony with the interests of humanity and 
civilization.’ 

“Of course, peace would come; Spain was 
beaten, but she was not ready to gsurren- 
der then. She still wanted to fight for Ha- 
vana and the Peilippines, but I maintain 
the documents I submitted to the minister 
of state dec:ded her to sue for peace fust 
then and I believe you will find the Spanish 
authorities. bear me.out. It was only a 
straw, but still ‘the straw that broke the 
camel’s back.’ Spain trusted me; she knew 
l. liked her noble and defenseless country; 
was of her religion and detested the war, 
considering it a disgrace to our country. 
Therefore, when I told #er it was foolhardy 
to fight us longer, that we wguld surely 
beat her, that We had more resources of 
all sorts, as well as men; when I claimed 
to know our people (as I thought I did, for 
I had been much among them) and said 
many disliked the war as much as I, that 
many good Protestants had been influenced 
to consenk lO assist the war by the repre- 
SentationS made of Spanish cruelty and 
the continued fighting in Cuba (which | 
also thought should cease); that if she 
(Spain) continued fighting she would lose 
the sympathy of Americans and Europeans 
as well, but if she sued for peace now, she 
ogg find pert nob.e and generous a peo-

I 
was certain my country would act honora- 
bly, so you may imagine my mortification 
and chagrin to tind we are trying to grab 
all we ean, 

“Following this letter I shall have a 
storm of abuse l know from the jingoes and 
the A. P. A.’s who have already written to 
me sO many insulting letters, but I defy 
one of them to show any one who has made 
a greater sacrifice to maintain the honor of 
Our grand country. It is necessary for us 
to rouse ourselves or it will be too late to 
show the world what we really are and to 
defeat the schemes of the miserable jin- 
goes who are traitors to our grand repub- 
lic and seek to draw us into further diffi- 
culties. This is no time for party strife 
or bitter religious feeling if we would save 
our country. Demucrats and republicans 
must act together. Possibly it was fortu- 
nate the republicans won in the late elec- 
tions, for amongst them there are many 
honorable men who will maintain our na- 
tional honor, and the party which began the 
war ‘in the name of humanity’ will be able 
to finish it in the uname of humanity, and 
not disgrace us by making terms too diffi- 
cult for our conquered foe.

His Wonderful Smork Mace Known by 
h Maryland Naturalist. 


From The Baltimore Sun. 

Dr. Henry Laney, of Cumberland, | 
does considerable experimenting along sci- 
entific lines for a pastime, has lately been 
studying the thelyphonides, a species of 
spider that builds its web over water a:ong 
streams and rivers,- with interesting results. 
His discoveries in some respects Dave been 
wonderful. The investigation was made for 
the purpose of getting photographs of the 
web for a lecture on entomology before a 
scientiffe club. 

After experimenting Dr. Laney féund the 
spider commonly Known as the water spider 
to be a willing, obedient worker; that by 
changing the position of the insect to a 
point he wanted him to work in the spider 
would proceed with his labor in a most 
accommodating manner, as if nothing had 
happened. Dr. Laney made a smal] wooden 
framework, and in this he coaxed the spl- 
der to spin his web. Naturally, spider webs 
are not generally located conveniently for 
photographic purposes, and Dr. Laney con- 
ceived the idea of a frame for the web that 
he could move to any place, so as tO se- 
cure proper light and conditions tor a 
photograph. The willing worker Dr. Laney 
found along a creek near Cumberland, 
where he carried on his investigation. 

Alter securing the web, which, in its nat- 
ural state, is comparatively invisible for 
photographic purposes, Dr. Laney proceed- 
ed first to make it tenacious by spraying 
it with an alcoholic solution of shellac from 
a medical atomizer. Though stil! compara- 
tively invisible after this treatment, the 
web could be handled with ease without 
fear of tearing it. To develop the beautitul 
work of the spider, Dr. Laney, with another 
atomizer, sprayed the web with a solution 
of gallic acid, which made it appear as if 
frost had settled upon it. The web now 
seemed to be covered with the morning’s 
dew. To complete the effect, Dr. Lancy 
captured tbe spider, put him in the death 
box, and then coated him with shellac 
Deftly _.placing the insect in the web in a 
natural position, he was sprayed with gal- 
lic acid, Using black velvet as a back- 
ground, Dr. Laney succeeded in  photo- 
graphing one of the most beautifui and 
delicate pictures in nature. 

Dr. Laney says: “The spiders display 
wonderful intelligence and mechanical skill 
in making these nets. Their instinct is far 
above that of the ordinary animal; indeed, 
it quite borders on reason. When a large 
spider destres to make a web for himself 
and he has some distance to stretch it, 
he does not swing himself, as must peop.e 
suppose, and let the wind or his own mo- 
mentum take him where it will. He beyins 
his web by starting the first guy very close 
up to the corner of the angie. He attaches 
to the other side of the angle, making a 
short guy. Each guy increases in length, 
the spider always using the last guy made 
to carry the next one over until he attains 
the position in which he wishes to place 
his net. The last guy may be ten feet long 
and the first ove only a foot in length. 

“The last tWo guys become the support of 
the net. These will) each be re.nforced by 
at jeast six strands, all laid in the ong 
cable, for the thorough support of the net, 
After this the spider travels to the point 
on the cable from which he wants to lo- 
cate his net, attaches the web to that point 
and lets drop to the next guy, thereby 
laying the first angle guy of the nei. ‘Then 
he crawls back over this same guy to the 
top again and repeats the acti until he 
has spun eight strands, which make thirty- 
two angular divisions in the net. All spji- 
ders, as 1 dave observed, make the same 
kind of a net, with the same number of 
strands and divisions. 

“Now he proceeds to put in the network 
by starting from the center, where he 
taches his web, then with a circular motion, 
traveligg from guy to guy, spinning web 
as he goes, and by its natgral moisture 
sticks it to each guy, @arefully carrying the 
web in his hind feet to prevent it from 
touching except at the point desired by 
mim. When he has a small distance of the 
inside completed he goes to the outside of 
the net and finishes out any irregular part 
of the net that does not come within the 
radius of a circle. After the circle has been 
attained the same rotary motion is kept up 
until the net is finished to the center.

If the net still 
Seems |oose from the center the guy will ba 
carried from the center to some convenient 
point to give the net its proper shape, This 
is only done when necessary, displaying the 
great intelligence of the insect.”’

ment until today when they called at the 
white house. 

It appeared that in addition to the long 
argument which was intended to show that 
the word ‘“‘disposition’’ used in relation to 
the Philippines meant something else, the 
Spanish note did not include a proposition 
to submit the Philippine clause of the pro- 
tocoi to the interpretation of an arbitrator. 

Another cablegram followed the first long 
message, this time directly from Judge Day 
seeking instructions on some points to be 
made in the American answer, which is yet 
presented. 

These instructions have been sent 
forward, and it may be stated without 
going into details that they are pre- 
cisely in line with the policy which 
the American commissioners have 
been pursuing up to this point in the 
negotiations. 

There are several matters of real 
portance, though not ranking with the 
Philippine question, to be treat@éd by the 
commisstoners, but the instructions to the 
Americans are not to call up these at pres- 
ent, or until the main pending issue rela- 
tive to the Philippines has been gettled, in 
order to avoid compiicating the proceed- 
ings. In the event the commissioners dis- 
agree totally at their next meeting on the 
Philippines, therefore, there will be no dis- 
cussion of any of these subsidiary ques- 
tions, but in the other event—namely, that 
an agreement shall be reached on the prin- 
ciple of the Philippines disposition—these 
matters may be expected to consume at 
least one or two additional sessions of 
the commission. 

One of these subjects concerns the restor- 
ation of trade relations between the United 
States and Spain. At the beginning of the 
war Spain terminated all of her treaties 
with the United States, and if the two 
countries are to get along amicably even 
after the declaration of peace there must 
be working arrangements in treaty form 
for the protection of trade in this—the 
equalization of tariff charges, the regula- 
tion of extradition.and such subjects as are 
usually included in treaties of trade and 
commerce and amity. So far the commis- 
sioners have given no consideration to these 
matters in their exchanges. 

It is believed that the peace negotiations 
are nearing an end, and it is considered 
not improbable that by the end of the 
present month all of the main features of 
a treaty will have been formally agreed to 
reach amicable settle- 


im- 


or the effort to an 
ment abandoned. 

With a view to bringing matters to 
a speedy conclusion our commissioners, 
by direction of the president, early the 
coming week, will iay before the Span- 
jards the final and irrevocable Ce- 
mands of this country, allcwing a spec- 
ified time in which our conditions may 
be accepted or rejected. 

This witimatum, it is understood, involves 
all that has thus far been contended for, 
including the surrender to the United States 
of the entire Philippine group, and also 
names the amount of cash which this gov- 
ernment will pay Spain in consideration of 
her expenditures on pacific 
improvements and betterments in the island 
of Lalzon.

TERMS ARE BEING FORMULATED 


American Peace Commissioners Will 
Be Ready with Paper Monday. 
'‘Paris,. Nover ber. 19.—The Amergcan 
peace commissioners today have been 
closely engaged in formulating the terms 
af the important communication to be 
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made to the Spanish commissioners next 
week. 

It is impossible at present, however, to 
determine whether the work will be com- 
pleted for presentation Monday or Tuesday 
though it is believed the Americans wil] be 
ready on Monday. 

While the Americans fully appreciate the 
necessity of making progress, they are 
a‘so under the necessity of taking great 
care, in the preparation of what may pos- 
sibly be the conclusive record of these ne- 
gotiations. 


The Spanish commissioners consumed a 


week in the preparation of their last memo- 
randum, but tae Americans will not re- 
quire so long a time to complete the work 
in hand. There was no meeting of the joint 
peace commission today. 

The first proposition here from the 
United States commission to the Spaniards 
régarding the Philippine islands was not 
a demend. To hring the subject under 
discussion, the Americans merely subm't- 
ted a proposal to take over the Philippine 
islands and reimburse Spain the amount 
spent by her there on permanent better- 
ménts. 

Spain declined the terms and the proposal 
itself. Had she stopped there the United 
States would have “been compelled to re- 
peat the proposal as an ultimatum or to 
tender new terms. Spain, however, put off 
any consideration of terms by declaring 
tLat the United States had ro right to 
impugn her sovereignty in the  Philip- 
pines. Her sovereignty should pass the 
mortgages she had placed on.the Phillp- 
pin revenues and must be under written 
and that her dignity forbade her to heed 
any’ questions as to how she had spent 
the loans so secured. 

The Americans patiently replied that the 
peace conference was charged with the 
disposition of the Philippines and the sov- 
ereignty thero. — 

They laid down the broad principle 
that the expenses incurred in a futile 
attempt at subjugdating shall not be 
loaded upon'the colony seeking free- 
dom. Finally they affirmed their 
right to inquire as to the destination 
of moneys raisei by pledging the Phil- 
ippine revenues. 

This postponed a discussion of the matin 
question, but in their next memorandum 
the American commissioners will go to the 
vital point. Definite notice will be given 
that the United States will take over all 
the Philippines and Spain will unquestion- 
ably learn the terms from which there will 
be no deviation. 

I¢ is more than likely that the Americans 
will flatly summon Spain to effect imme- 
diate amicable adjustments. 

Shouid she refuse to make a treaty ced- 
ing the Philippines to the United States 
the instant alternative for America will be 
the conquest of that territory at an in- 
creased cost to Spain in the final settle- 
ment and possibly with loss of Spanish 
life. It may be held that the Philippines, 
if ceded now without any terms, would 
be an inadequate indemnity to the United 
States for their war expenses already in- 
curred and that Spain cannot expect, as 
a legal right, any monetary concessions. 
Poilippine acquisition by conquest, how- 
ever, would entail upon the United States 
a waste of treasure far greater than a 
sum that Spain may accept now as the 
basis of peaceful cession. 

Spain being barren of territory or 
cash to indemnify the United States 
tully,even at this juncture, she ‘would 
be still less able to meet an additional 
expense to the Americans in further 
operations in the Philippines. 


Moreover, a speedy adjustment of local 
Philippine conditions is demanded. Spain 
could not in any circumstances effect this. 
The Americans have assumed responsibility 
and they feel that the delay here prevents 
them discharging it. It is fully realized 
that business interests in the United States 
are more or Jess in a condition of unrest, 
pending definite peace conclusions, whether 
now or after renewed hostilities. This dis- 
quietude, they feel, should be composed, 
and the normal condition of peaceful thrift 
be established. 

Moreover, although Spain affects to be- 
lieve otherwise, the quality of mercy is 
not absent from the situation. The Amer- 
ican commissioners cannot fai] to see with 
a certain amount of pity the fading away 
of a once proud power, bereft of her colon- 
ies in the east and the west. While Spain 
has no legal or moral right to ask the 
United States to be a partner in her losses, 
the Americans here recognize her territorial 
shrinkage, her lessened resources, her 
empty treasury and her debt-burdened peo- 
ple. They have, of course, no power to 
express any such feeling of sympathy 
through the United States treasury, but, 
always assuming the interests of humanity 
to be concurrently served, gratification on 
the part of the Americans would follow 
relief to Spain. 

Spain must confront Philippine surrender. 
May she not prefer acquiescence and some 
of the financial relief to protracted opposi- 
tion and greater loss in the end? If she 
acquiesces then peace will follow immedi- 
ately; if she not, then the war will 
continue. The question is simply this: Is 
spot peace worth spot cash? 

It is belleved the American commissioners 
have been deliberating along this line, and 
that they are inclined to answer the ques- 
tion affirmatively. What the amount may 
be must obviously be unknown outside the 
commission—possibly $20,000,000, probably 
less. 

In any tender to Spain care will be taken 
doubtless to convince the Spanish commis- 
that the offer of what may seem 
a small amount is not to be con- 
Strued as indicating that the Americans 
might be jockeved into paying a larger 
sum. Neither Spanish bonds nor 
mortgages of any description will be con- 
sidered, the transaction being cleared up 
on the spot, probably, if at all

WILDES IS WELL RECEIVED WHERE HE GOES 


Navy Department Receives Interesting 
Communications from Officers in 
Dewey’s Squadron. 


Washington, November 19.—The navy de- 
partment has made public two interesting 
reports, one from Captain Coghian, of the 
Raleigh, and the other from Captain Wildes, 
of the Boston, both attached to Dewey’s 
Squadron. 

These reports were read 
meeting yesterday with int 
ing a good deal of light « » conditions 
in the Philippines. The two officers were 
dispatched by Admiral Dewey to make an 
inspection of the islands, and the result ig 
set out in their reports. 

Captain Coghlan, of the 
that he started on September 
northwest coast of Luzon for 
tion of American commerce. 
of his report follow: 

“I stopped at Corregidor island ( at the 
entrance to Manila bay) and delivered your 
orders not to fiy the insurgents’ flag. This 
Was cheerfully ugreed Lo. l then proceeded 
160 San Fernando de la Union, north of 
Linguayen gulf. Found the insurgent flag 
ttying and a chief with five companies of 
insurgents guarding the place. They said 
they had about 150 Spanish prisoners. The 
chief and others were invited off, but the 
«hief made an excuse and would not come. 
Six other officers, including the captain of 
the port, came off, first stipulating that 
JAeutenant Rodman should remain ashore 
while they were on board. Our boats trans- 
ported them. They were received with due 
respect, entertained in the cabin, shown 
over the vessel and treated with every 
courtesy. 

“At Aparrl we were received very gra- 
clously by the insurgent chief in charge, 
who gave us every information and ar- 
ranged to visit the ship later on, but he 
tailed to come off, as did the others. ‘This 
may be accounted for in part by the heavy 
nortSerly swell settled on the coast. 

“At Saul, near the head of Linguayen 
gulf, we found an insurgent lieutenant and 
about thirty men in charge. Many people 
came off that evening and night. When I 
visited the shore at & o'clock a. m. the 
next day we were refused a landing on the 
plea that they had no orders to that effect. 
After parleying for more than an hour, a 
re-enforcement of one officer and forty men 
having come in, we were permitted to land 
and go into the Cuartel, where all the 
officers were very polite, but would not 
allow us to go about the place on the plea 
that they had telegraphed to the capital 
city, and were awaiting an answer—which 
answer never came. None of the officers 
would come off to the ship, seeming very 
suspicious of us. Numbers of natives came 
off and seemed perfectly at ease, regarding 
us as friends. At all places south of 
Linguayen gulf we found both officers and 
natives most cordial and friendly—anxious, 
as they said, that the United States should 
maintain a protectorate over the island 
of Luzon, and that trade relatiorms should 
be re-established. There are no Spaniards 
from Cape Engano to Manila. At no place 
north of Manila have they had any flour 
for nearly or quite three months. I noti- 
fied the authorities that all vessels fiying 
the United States flag might come to trade 
at any time, and ti-.at they must be treated 
properly and be respected. When speaking 
on this subject to the commandant at Olon- 
gato, “he said that all vessels trading there 
must get permission from his government. 
He was unable to say whether this applied 
to all portS under insurgents’ rule or only 
to the arsenal at Olongato.” 

Captain Coghlan gives a good deal of in- 
formation as to the character of the towns 
visited by him, Subig, Marivel, Aparri, 
Sual, Dagupan and San Ferinado, showing 
in substance that while all the people are 
poor, they are all capable of considerable 
development. 

Captain Wildes, of the Boston, in his 
report, states that his cruise was made in 
company with the transport Manila to the 
southward. While passing viliages all 
hoisted white flags on his approach. While 
passing Bulak and Tikao he saw tw ves- 
sels having the appearance of two Spanish 
gunboats, end on and smoke rising from 
the funnel of one of them. In a ‘half hour 
they were out of sight. Passing between 
Sebu and Negros the natives who came 
off said the Spanish troops had been with- 
drawn to the town of Cebu fifteen days 
before; that a large band of insurgents was 
in the vicinity, burning houses and corn- 
fields. and were expected to enter the town 
at any time. 

At Port Royalist, on the 26th, the Boston 
was boarded by an officer of the Spanish 
navy, with the compliments of the gover- 
nor of the province. An officer was sent 
to return the boarding call, and was civilly 
received. The military force there was 
about 200 Indians, forty or fifty Spaniards, 
one piece of artillery and one gunboat of 
°°) tons. The inhabitants of the island 
number 60,000, Moors and Malays, in the 
southern part, Cuyos in the northern. There 
were no insurrectionists. Captain Wildes 
thinks that the news of two American 
warships cmising among the islands will 
spread in all directions, and good effecis 
will follow.

A cons:itution was adopted, officers elect- 
ed, and an address issued to the people 
of the United States urging prompt co- 
cperation in getting signatures to a protest 
against the annexation of the Philippine 
islands. 

Andrew Car- 
negie sent a check for $1,000 for the use 
of the movement Funds have aijready 
been subscribed liberally. The © address 
says in part: 


“\Vohatever islands we ¢ake must be an- 
nexed or held in vassalage to the repubiic. 
luither course is dangeroug to the physical 
and moral safety of the nation, is incon- 
sistent with our professions and must re- 
su.t in foreign complications which will 
imperil and delay the settiement of the 
pressing financial, labor and administrative 
questions at home, 

“jn order to give evidence of opposition 
to a foreign expansion policy by a vast 
body of our people we have organized an 
anti-imperialist league upon the following 
general plan: 

‘1. The center of the movement to be

“a Committees of correspondence to con- 
duct the work in such manner as to bring 
tugether the united efforts of men of repute 
throughout che country without regard 
io party to deal with the subject in ali its 
aspects as follows:

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CREEKS REJECT DAWES MEASURE 


Indians Are Now Under the Curtis Act 
by Their Own Will. 
Muskogee, I. T., November 19.—The Agree- 
ment entered into between the Dawes com- 
missicn and the Creek nation having been 
left to the Creek people to vote on its rat- 
ification or rejection was today rejected, af- 
ter a careful count of the vote by the Creek 
ccuneil, under the supervision of Inspector 

Wright, by 152 votes. 

The rejection of the treaty puts the Creek 
Indians under the operations of the Curtis 
act. The Curtis act takes all the powers 
of the national officers away and the Creek 
affairs will now be handled almost entirely 
by the United States government. United 
States Indian Agent Wisdom will receive 
morey for all royalties and it will be his 
duty to collect ail reyalties, permits, rents 
and taxes of whatever kind and nature and 
he will disburse all funds, including an- 
nuity funds, for the nation. 

Chief Isparhecher exerted all his influence 
to defeat the agreement. He thinks and 
hopes that the Curtis act will be declared 
unconstitutional, and if this is done the 
Creek nation will be unhampered either by 
treaty or act of congress.

The bills were, in 
effect, the reforms suggested by the Ala- 
bama educational association at its meete- 
ing in Tuscaloosa during the present year. 
First, an annual loss of 25 cents on each $100 
of assessed property, together with an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 from the general fund 
is provided for. 

Second, a bill to optionally increase the 
county revenue of public schools, authorizes 
county commissioners of their county lo 
levy a universal tax of 5 cents and not to 
exceed the constitutional limitation. Third, 
to Keep school funds separate from other 
state moneys. Fourth, defines the public 
school organizations of the state, dividing 
them into municipal, special and county 
districts, Fifth, provides for the appoint- 
ment of county superintendents on October 
1, 1899, to hold for four years. Sixth, es- 
tablishes a county board of examiners. 
Seventh, establishes a board of education 
to be composed of state superintendents and 
one member each from a charatered state 
institutions, a municipal schoo] district, 
a public school dn country districts, a state 
normal and district agricultural school, to 
be appointed by the state superintendent; 
the principal duty of the board being to 
provide for a uniform examination of 
teachers. 

The proposed law providing for the es- 
tablishment by the state of a printing and 
building department in which the printing 
and book work of the state shall be done, 
appears to be prohibited by the constitution 
of the state. Section 30 of article 4, of the 
constitution requires all public printing ‘‘to 
be performed unger contract, to be given 
to the lowest responsible bidder, below a 
maximium price.” The wording of the sec- 
tion appears to be unequivocal and no mat- 
ter how desirable the contemplated depar- 
ture may be considered to be, the consti- 
tutional prohibition appears to be insur- 
mountable.

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SHAFTER STOPS THR 
WAGONS OF RATIONS 


Captain of Tenth Cavalry Shows Why 
Soldiers Were Not Fed. 


GENERAL FEARED A BATTLE 


Engagement Was Imminent and Food 
Was Stopped at Front. 
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NURSES ARE GIVEN QUITE A ROAST 


War Investigating Commission Will 
in New York in a Session 
of Ten Days Yet. 


New York, November 19.—When the war 
investigation commission met today Gen- 
eral Dodge, the chairman, announced that 
the sessions in the eity will probably con- 
tinue ten days. Genera! Dodge. declined to 
Give in advance the names of those he ex- 
pected to €Xamine, but it was said that in- 
vitations had been Bent to Colonel KRoose- 
Vvelt and other members of the Rough 
Riders. 

Captain Edward H. Plummer, of the 
Tenth cavalry, who was an aid-de-camp on 
General Shafter’s staff, was brigade qvar- 
termaster with the Fifth corps at Shafter’s 
headquarters near Santiago. He explained 
that as brigade quartermaster it was Fis 
duty to take food to the front. 

On July ist he started for the front with 
wagons of rations. Orders from General 
Shafter Stopped the train because an en- 
eagement was imminent. After the ficht 
he saw General Shafter and obtained per- 
mission to follow the ammunition wagons 
and unload provisions sufficient for ¢€1] the 
men On the fighting line early in the even- 
ing of July ist on the flat at the San juan 
hill. 

Captain Plummer said that the transpor- 
tation was limited, but he did rot bel'eve 
that more wagons could have been used, 
because of the limited facilities for load- 
ing the wagons in Siboney and the jatrcw- 
ness of the roads over which the supplies 
had to be drawn. From motives cof pru- 
dence, General Shafter ordered that wa- 
Gons should not go too close to the 
trenches, s 

“Was there any serious di&tress among 
the men in the trenches on account of their 
inability to get supplies?’ 

“I heard of none. On the night of July 
Ist I met some men of my regiment and 
asked them if they needed anything. They 
told me that they had eaten al] they want- 
ed. Captain Taggart, of the Sixth -infan- 
try, told me that on July 3d. after’ the 
nants, he had accumulated a day's rations 
a~ead for General Kent's division.” 
Veteran of the Civil War Testifies. 

Major Lorigan, Ninth New York, said he 
served as a private in the Kighth New York 
in the civil war. He considered the sup- 
plies served to the Ninth fairly good and 
sufficient. He had heard complaints of the 
food, but considered them due to the inex- 
perience of the men and their lack of sense 
to use properly the food issued them. It 
was only by accident, when a cook or a 
waiter was a member of the company, that 
the food was properly cooked at Chicka- 
mauga. 

“How about the medical treatment 

“There were many complaints of Dr. Hub- 
bard. He treated officers pleasantly, but 
was rough to the men. The only case I 
know of was when a sergeant broke his 
leg in getting off the train at Chattanooga. 
Instead of taking the man to a hospital in 
the city, Dr. Hubbard insisted that he be 
taken to camp, twelve nfiles farther away. 
The man died on the way.’’ 

“How about the statement that T. G. 
Linch, a graduate of Yale. anc E. F. 
Renner were pronounced ‘fakirs’ in the reg- 
imental hospital when they applied to Dr. 
Hubbard for medical attention, and that 
both died a few days later in the division 
hospitals?” 

“I never heard ot those cases.” 

“Was the want of proper food the cause 
of the sickness in your regiment?’’ Captain 
Howell asked. 

‘“‘No; the sickness was due to the condi- 
tion and location of the sinks.”’ 


Female Nurse on the Stand. 

Miss Margaret Gurrard, of Morristown, 
N. J., a volunteer worker among the sick 
at Camp Wikoff, testified. She first visited 
the camp September 13th. Before then she 
had visited the trains carrying soldiers 
from Montauk Point and found many evi- 
dences of neglect. Men too weak to heip 
themselves were found lying unconscious 
on the streets of Long Island City and in 
every instance where made inquiries 
she learned that there were neithr doctore 
nor nurses on the trains of the convales- 
cents. 

Medical attention and nursing, Miss Gar- 
rerd said, were very good during the ten 
days she was at Camp Wikoff. She found 
considerable fault with the treatment of 
the convalescents and complained bitterly 
of the lack of consideration shown to the 
friends and relatives of sick soldiers Who 
visited them in the hospitals. 

“Was the nursing adequate?’ 
CeLner, 

‘“‘T think there were p:enty of good nurses 
after September 16th, but the manner in 
which the sick, convalescent and dving 
were moved abcut, apparemly indiscrim- 
inately, was responsible for much loss of 
life. When a man was to be removed from 
one ward to another he was carelessly 
handled.” 

The lack of proper clicrical records at 
the hospitals, Miss Garrard thought, was 
due to the inefficiency of the men in charge 
of affairs. 

Lieutenant Charles Edwards, of the Sev- 
enty-first New York and a professional 
nurse, responded to questions by General 
Dodge. He said: 

“T was technically starved for four weeks 
after I recovered from yellow fcver in Cuba, 
but that was the best treatment for the 
disease. Many deaths in Cuba were due 
to the ignorance of the men who died. ‘che

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MOTHER TELLS HER SAD STORY. 


One Member of War Investigating 
Board Hears Sorrowful Recital. 

Washington, November 19.—Colonel Den- 
by, of the war investigating board, examin- 
ed several witnesses today in connection 
with charges bearing upon the death at 
Camp Wikoff last September of Henry A. 
Dodson, of company’ D, of the First regi- 
ment of volunteers of the District of 
Columbia. The first of these witnesses was 
the mother of the deceased, 

She stated she had had great difficulty in 
finding her son when he was taken to the 
general hospital. 

When she succeeded, he complained to her 
that they drove him very rapidly over 4 
rough road to the hospital, and that he 
was much worse for it. She had bathed 
and dressed him immediately after her 
arrival, and he had then told her that 
previous to this time he had not had his 
clothing removed since he had left Cuba. 
The oniy nourishment offered to him at 
the hospital was condensed milk and egg 
beaten up with what was supposed to be 
sugar, but proved to be salt. 

The next day he was ordered to a hos- 
pital in New York by the attending phys!- 
cian, Dr. Hancock. who had said in reply 
to her protests that he must be taken 
away to make room for others. There 
were 400 patients on the transport Shinne- 
cock, on which he was taken away, and 
she at first was denied the privilege of 
attending him, though she went without 
permission. 

They were on the water the entire night, 
and while there were female nurses aboard, 
they occupied their apartments, giving the 
men no attention whatever. The next 
morning she had heard some one ask one 
of the nurses how she had rested, when 
she replied that she did not rest very 
well, because ‘‘that poor devil,” referring 
to a sick soldier, ‘kept up such a howling.” 

At New York the son was taken to St. 
Peter’s hospital. There were 160 sick men 
there, but she saw no nurses. She had been 
ullowed to remain with him there only un- 
til 4 o'clock of the day of his arrival, not- 
withstanding he was then delirious, 

Major Appel had given orders that she 
be allowed to remain with the boy during 
the day, but in the face of this order the 
hospital authorities refused to let her stay. 
She had him taken to the Long Island col- 
lege hospital. At this place he was given 
every attention, and she was told for the 
first time that he had typhoid fever. 

He died two days after his arrival. Dr. 
Hancock at the Wikoff hospital had in- 
sisted that the disease was malaria, al- 
though she had expressed the opinion that 
it was typhoid.

ARMY STRIPES 


Insignia Marking the Rank of Men in 
the Service. 


'THE SHOULDER DECORATION 
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in the Ranks. 


BUTTONS, STITCHES AND OTHER DETAILS 


Minute Regulation for Uniforms of 
Uncle Sam’s Soldiers—Non-Com- 
missioned Officers’ Marks.

Shoulder straps and stripes are the ge- 
neric terms to denote a distinct mark of 
superiority in the scale of military service, 
In an ordinary life of democratic equality 
we can little realize how much differences 
in évery respect a slight grade of supert- 
ority means in the military service. The 
exactitude with which this distinction is 
observed is exemplified in the minuteness 
of regulations regarding a uniform. A 
button at least, a- stitch in the coat, a rim 
on the hat, some little detail in every piece 
of wearing apparel must be different lest 
the dire calamity happen and a first lieu- 
tenant be mistaken for a second or a colo- 
nel be addressed as lieutenant colonel. 

Shoulder straps mark the dividing line 
between the officers and men, the great 
dividing line in the social and financial 
scale of the army. Then, too, it must be 
remembered that there are shoulder straps 
and shoulder straps. The second lieutenant 
has the plain bar strap one and three- 
eighths inches wide by four inches long, 
with a border one-fourth of an inch wide. 
In the infantry the background is white: 
also blue; in the artillery scarlet. and 
cavalry yellow. The first lieutenant has 
one bar across the end of the strap, and 
the captain two. The major’s mark is a 
gold leaf, and when the leaf is of silver it 
indicates a lieutenant colonel. The colonel 
commanding carrjes an eagle in the center 
of the pad, 

Generals Known by Their Stars. 

A brigadier general has a star in place 
of the eagle, a major general two stars, 
and a lieutenant general—when there is 
one—has three stars. 

Then there are the variations on the yel- 
low summer uniforms, which Washington- 
ilans have seen quite frequently within the 
last few weeks. Instead of having straps 
a piece of cloth extends from the side of 
the neck to the shoulder and is decorated 
with the appropriate mark, a bar, a leaf, a 
Star, as the case may be. When the war 
broke out the volunteers were allowed to 
wear their state uniforms, which vary 
slightly from the army regulations, though 
in general the insignia indicated above will 
easily mark the rank of any officer. 

Moreover, all the officers of particular 
departments are designated by further 
marks. Thus the engineers have a silver 
turreted castle, the paymaster a diamond 
of white cloth embroidered in gold, the 
quartermaster a sword and key surmounted 
a spread eagle, the subsistence officer 
a silver crescent, the medical department a 
cross, the signal corps two crossed flags 
and a burning torch. These insignia are 
carried on the collar, being worn not only 
by the officers, but also by the privates of 
the particular department. In addition, 
cavalry, artillery and infantry are dis- 
tinguished by crossed sabers, cannon or 
rifles respectively. 

Stripes for the “Non-Coms.” 

While shoulder straps mark the officer, 
stripes distinguish the non-commissioned 
officer from the private. The lowest of 
these is thé corporal, who has under him 
a squad of seven men. He is the man who 
takes charge of the guard, the expressiun 
“corporal of the guard’ being a familiar 
one in literature. The other non-commis- 
sioned officer is the sergeant, Known in the 
hospital department as steward, 

A glance at the coat sleeve will readily 
show whether a private has risen to one 
of these ranks, for the corporal wears two 
white stripes an@ the sergeant three, set 
at acute angle. They are known as chev- 
rons. 

The chevron and its variations will indi- 
cate every detall of rank. Thus an addi- 
tional half chevron of gold lace will be 
given to our volunteers ‘‘to indicate service 
in war,’’ in distinction from the national 
guard, who are only in the state service in 
times of peace. 

A sergeant major has the three stripes, 
and also an are of three bars. Quarter- 
master sergeants wear three extra straight 
bars instead of the arc. A bugle indicates 
@ principal musician of the rank of ser- 
geant; a star, an ordinary sergeant; a 
crescent, the same rank in the commissary 
department; an are of one bar inclosing 
a red cross, a hospital steward. Signal 
corps men are distinguished by two flugs 
and a cross between the chevrons, and a 
first sergeant of any department wears 
three stripes and a lozenge. 

The corporal has only his two stripes. 
The other insignia are not added to his 
coat sleeve, ag men of his rank are not 
found in the special departments, but 
wherever this is the case the special 
mark, such as the crescent of the com- 
missary department, apply to all officers 
and privates in that department. A red 
brass arc in a cross indicates a private 
who acts as litter bearer during a battle, 
but who is not of the hospital corps. 


Buttons Mean a Great Deal. 

By means of these insignia the rank and 
department of a soldier are readily de- 
tected. A glance at the shoulder of an of- 
ficer or at the coat sleeve of an enlisted 
man will quickly reveal his official iden- 
tity. 

But there remain many other pecullari- 
ties of uniform Ly which the practiced eye 
can readily distinguish the rank. Thus the 
coat. The army regulations prescribe dark 
blue cloth, the skirt to extend from one- 
half to three-quarters the distance from 
the joint to the bend of the knee. There 
shall be nine buttons, seven-eighths of an 
inch in circumference, placed at equal dis- 
tances, and set five and one-half inches 
apart at the top and three an@ one-half 
inches apart at the bottom. Cuffs of same

CUT DOWN EXPENSES; 
: THAT IS THE CRY. 
From The Savannah, Ga. Press. 
It is very necessary that there should be 
a prompt and. sweeping tax reduction in 
Georgia. Unless all signs fail there will 
be a deficit of something less than $100,000 
in the treasury next Jung and the state's 
income for next year will be too meager 
to pay the heavy appropriations of the 
government. It ig very evident that the 
two principal items in the appropriation 
bill must cut down—the state 
fund, something like $500,000, and the sol- 
dier fund must be reduced proportionately. 
At present the state school fund is $1,600,- 
000. This will affect every county. At 
present Chatham county gets $41,000 from 
the state per year. Of course, we must 
sustain our share of thig cut, which will 
affect every county in the state. The truth 
is, Georgia has gone ahead too fast in 
her effort to pension the old soldiers and 
provide young children with the means 
of education. Both of these objects are 
worthy and liberal outlays are advisable, 
but the state must live within its income 
and, as The Atlanta Constitution gays, 
the fathers of our 700,000 school children 
in Georgia not only see the necessity of 
cutting down expenses, but have long 
seen it. It was inevitable_that the cut 
should come. The deficif/ in the treasury 
has not risen out of mdladministration or 
the mismanagement of/ the treasury, the 
cumpiroller, the goyernor, or any state- 
house officer. Theeneral assembly, which 
authorized syetr liberal allowances to the 
public schoéls and to the pensions, is re- 
sponsible for this stgte of affairs. of 
course, there/wil se great opposition to 
cutting down Public school appropriations, 
but this must be d@ne in order to allow 
the state treasury to meet its obligations. 
This dvty must be done promptly and 
fearlessly. The man who addresses him- 
self to this work will have the sympathy 
of the people, for although it is a thankless 
task to cut the school fund, it is a duty 
so evident and pressing that it cannot be 
dodged at this time.

anything, taxes have been gradually in- 
creased from year to year, until the people 
are actually staggering under the excessive 
burden. 

Present conditions are simply intolerable, 
and failure to change them would be 
equivalent to confiscation. 

There is already a deficit of over one and 
a half millions of dollars in the state treas- 
ury, and this can only be met by cutting 
down appropriations, or increasing the tax 
rate, 

The farmers of Georgia, with cotton sell- 
ing at 4 cents, which is less than the cost 
of production, are not in a position to meet 
a higher tax rate. They can only meet 
the high taxes they are now required to 
pay by serious self-denial, and begging in- 
dulgence from their creditors, 

The present deficiency in 
revenue was brought about by extravagant 
appropriations for pensions and the public 
school system, an@ from the shrinkage of 
values in the taxable property of the state. 

But for these two appropriations it would 
not be necessary to levy any taxes for the 
support of the state government, as the 
income from the rental of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, license taxes, etc., would 
defray all this expense, pay the interest 
on the public debt and leave $70,000 annually 
to be set apart for the sinking fund. 

Outside of the expenditures for these two 
purposes, Georgia has the most economical- 
ly administered state government in the 
union. Her public officials are paid lower 
salaries than those of almost any civilized 
government on earth and the compensation 
of her legislators is so small that it will 
require it all to pay expenses, unless they 
find board in secend-rate boarding houses, 
or seek shelter in the wagon yards down 
on Decatur street, 

It has become customary, however, when 
complaint is made about high taxes, for 
cheap demagogues to cry out for a reduc- 
tion of these meager salaries, when, as @ 
matter of fact, if they were absolutely 
wiped out, the money thus saved would 
amount to a mere bagatelle in comparison 
with the deficit in the state treasury. 

The time has come for a lower rate of 
taxes to be made, and.the ax should be 
aimed at the very roots of the evil, the 
pension and school appropriations. 

There are thousands of confederate sol- 
diers, and the widows of soldiers, drawing 
pensions from the state who are fully able 
to support themselves. Many of them are

WHEN OUR SOLONS 
FLED FROM SHERMAN. 


It was the 18th day of November, 1364, 
and the good people of Milledgeville thought 
that it was an unusually chilly and gloomy 
day, even for that season. 

The legislature was in session, and the 
members had many important matters 
before them. The exiles driven from At- 
lanta by Sherman needed food and shelter; 
the families of the Georgia soldiers were 
starving in many counties, and there were 
various economie and defensive measures 
to be considered. 

Tne two houses worked hard all the 
morning, and when they adjourned for 
dinner the statesmen shewed that the 
strain of the session had greatly fatigued 
them. ; 

One feature, however, of the situation 
inspired them with ‘hope. The federal 
army had held Atlanta for more than 
two months and a hall, without showing 
aby disposition to march into the interior 
of the state. So the legislature at Mil- 
ledgeville did mot feel any alarm. They 
lived very comfortably at their hotels 


| and boarding houses, despite the high price 


of provisions, and they were prepared for 
a long session, running into the following 
year. 


There was plenty of good cheer that day 
in the hostelries of the old town, and the 
tired statesmen who needed a tonic found 
no difficulty in getting it. 

Everything was quiet and peaceful, and 
a stranger would have thought that there 
was no war cloud in sight. 

But there was one man who felt 
and restless during the dinner 
the legislature. Governor Brown 
gloomy forebodings that day. He 
very little to anybody, but he spent some 
time studying a large map of Georgia.

Nearly all of the members left that af- 
ternoon, and very few wagons and horses 
remained in the place. The legislators did 
not waste time in visiting the statehouse. 
They left their bills ana papers on their 
desks, and nobody took the trouble to look 
after them.

and Mrs. D. A. Cords are establishing a 
plant at Grant’s Pass for the manufacture 
of pine needles into a fabric very like 
woolen cloth. There is nothing new in 
this industry. It has been carricd on in 
EBurop2 for years, but never before has it 
occurred to any one that in the forest of 
Oregon is better material and more of it 
for the manufacture of pine wool than any 
piace else in the world. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cords are enthusiasts, but 
are practical minded withal, and do not 
purpose to start in ‘on too large a scale. 
They intend first to make material of the 
consistency of excelsior for mattresses, 
after that they wili manufacture the cot- 
ton which ts used for underclothing, band- 

ges and other purposes where a soft and 
pliable fabric fs required. Only the inner 
fabric of the needles can be used for the 
latter, anc the process is expensive, but no 
more sc than that of the manufacture of 
iamb’s wool, 

Mrs. Cords is familiar with the process 
of manufacturing fabrics from pine needles 
in Germany and France, and in a visit 
to Oregon something more than a year 
agv it cccurred to her that the pine trees 
there were better suited to the purposes 
of manufacture than those of the conti- 
nent. A little investigation convinced her 
that it would be worth while to try the 
eaperiment, and, with the assistance of 
her husband, she started a small factory 
at Grants L’ass. Machinery of the proper 
kind was not to be had, and it was neces- 
sary to send te Europe for it. This caused 
a delay, ard wher the machinery arrived

Auburn two. The first game between the 
rivals was played at Piedmont park in "92, 
and Georgia, then new in the game and 
without a coach, went down before the 
stronger Auburn team by a sé@ore of 10 to 
© The following year no game Was ar- 
ranged between the colleges, but in '94 Geor- 
gia again came to Atlanta to get even with 
Auburn, and after a hard game the red and 
black triumphed, Georgia scoring 10 points 
to Auburn’s 8 In ‘95 Auburn defeated Geor- 
gia by a score of 16 to 6, and the last game 
played in "% was taken by Georgia by a 
score of 12 to 6 The last game was one of 
the best ever played in Atlanta, both teams 
composed of the best men the colleges have 
ever sent to the field. 

During the present season the 
team has only played two games. The 
first was played at Auburn with the Techs 
and the Alabama team won with ease, for 
the Tech boys, while playing a good game, 
were no magc@h either in stre ngth or quick- 
ness for their opponents. The only other 
game in which Auburn has taken part was 
that with the University of North Carolina, 
in which the Tarheels defeated the Ala- 
boama team 2to%0. The defeat was not as 
bad as that inflicted on Georgia by the 
North Carolinians, but in the Auburn-Caro- 
lina game the halves were shorter than in 
the Georgia game. The game, while a test 
of the strength of the two teams, was not 
Cair for either Georgia or Auburn, since 
Carolina failed to adhere to the rules of 
the association and played men in four or 
five positions about whose eligibility there 
was considerable doubt. 

Auburn’s Fast Team. 

Auburn has the fastest team she has had 
dn some years, and while the men compos- 
ing it are light in nearly every position, 
Coach Heissman entertains the belief that 
Georgia will be unable to stop the swift 
interference of hig men. 

Against Carolina the Auburn eleven, not- 
withstanding the superior weight of its op- 
ponent, make repeated gains through the 
Carolina lines and once carried the ball by 
successive rushes from the center of the fleld 
to the Carolina five-yard line. A touch- 
down seemed only a matter of a moment, 
but here the Carolina boys held up witha 
will and took the ball from Auburn con 
three downs. 

Auburn during the present season has had 
the advantage not only of an excellent 
coach, but also of the service of several of 
her alumni, who aré among the best known 
football players of the south. Shaffer, Wil- 
liams and Halcombe, all three, have been 
at Auburn for two weeks past aiding the 
coach in perfecting the work of the team. 
The system of alumni coaching is growing 
in favor and in the larger colleges of the 
north the idea has been adopted altogether. 
While Auburn hus the fastest team she 
had sent to the gridiron in some time, the 
men composing it are very light and Geor- 
€6ia’s chiunce to win Thanksgiving day 
more in the weight of her men than in the 
fast playine. 

Georgia in Good Shape. 

The Georgia team returned to Athens af- 
ter the defeat by North Carolina in Macon, 
very sore and disheartened, but that 
Teat probably did the men more good than 
anything that could have happened.
